Turn Out Largely.

§fASBOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

QUINCY (iil.,) Oct. 6.—Cannon 
boomed and bands played “Dixie” as 
President McKinley alighted from the 
Campania, his private car, at the 
grounds of the Illinois Soldiers’ Home, 
this morning. Fifteen hundred old in- 
mates of the home cheered enthusias- 
tically as the President and members 
of the Cabinet took carriages to be 
driven between long platoons of sol- 
diers around the beautiful grounds. 
The President was first escorted to an 
improvised platform, from which he 
bowed in acknowledgment of the vet- 
erans’ greeting, shaking hands with 
as many as possible. 

‘The Presidential party was driven 
from the Soldiers’ Home to the city 
proper. Co. K, Fifth Infantry, the 
Naval Reserves and Co. F, Eighth In- 
fantry, escorted the party through the 
business district. The sailors fired a 
salute of twenty-one Hotchkiss’ guns. 
Six thousand school children were 
massed on the east side of the court- 
house waving flags and singing na- 
tional airs as the President appeared. 

The streets of Quincy were literally 
tion, and along the line ..@&-march 
beeths and arches had been erated, 
most of which flaunted the Stars 4nd 
Stripes and immense pictures of Mc- 
Kinley and Dewey. The procession 
went by a circuitous route, through 
the principal business streets of the 
city, until the pubfilc square was 
reached, where the President and 
members of the Cabinet ascended a 
platform to review long files of vet- 
erans from the Soldiers’ Home. Mean- 
while a reception was held in honor 
of Mrs. McKinley in the parlors of the 
hotel. 

THE SPEECHES. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MACOMB (Ill.,) Oct. 6—The Presi- 
dent and several members of the Cab- 
inet delivered brief addresses from the 
reviewing stand at Quincy. The Presi- 
dent said: 

“I thank you, one and all, for this 
patriotic welcome. It has given me un- 
common pleasure to meet this morning, 
at the Soldiers’ Home, the men of 1861— 
the veterans who stood in the trenches 
and behind the guns in that year of 
great emergency, when the life of the 
nation hung in the balance. [Applause.] 

“It has given me like pleasure also 
to meet with the ex-soldiers of the 
Spanish wars from the city of Quincy, 
and the naval militia, representing the 
patriotism of 1898. [Applause.] And it 
is gratifying to me to learn that you 
sent from this city one of the gallant 
young officers who fought with Dewey 
in Manila Bay. 

“This is an era of patriotism, my 
countrymen. The UnitedgStates has 
never been lacking in gratitude to its 
soldiers and its sailors who have 
fought in its cause, and the cause of 
the United States has never lacked 
defenders in every crisis of our his- 
tory. From the revolutionary days to 
the present, the citizens of the United 
States have been ever ready to uphold 
at any cost the flag and the honor of 
the nation, and to take all the respon- 
sibility born of duty that can never be 
repudiated. Duty unperformed is dis- 
honor, and dishonor brings shame, 
which is heavier to carry than any bur- 
den which honor can impose 

“My fellow-citizens, I thank you for 
this more than gracious welcome, and 
bid you all good-morning.” 

Secretary Root said: 

“Fellow-citizens of Illinois, my hum- 
ble duty during the last two months 
has been to do what you are doing 
here today, by the encouragement and 
inspiration of your presence—holding 
up the hands and strengthening the 
soul and cheering the courage of the 
President, the Chief Magistrate of our 
beloved country, in maintaining its 
honor and doing its full duty before 
God and man on the great stage of the 
world. 

“There is no partisanship, no faction- 
alism in the business in which we are 
engaged, helping President McKinley. 
No man can shelter himself under the 
flag of party or justify himself by any 
declaration of principle in failing to 
s‘and behind the men of all parties 
and all creeds who lie today in the 
trenches in Luzon. . 

“I have no fear, no question whatever, 
that in the days and nights that the 
Secretary of War is giving to seei 
to it that the army of the United Stat 
is the best-fed, best-equipped and best- 
armed army the world has‘ever seen, 
the sympathy and the support of the 
people of Quincy, of Illinois and of the

“The men behind the guns in Ma- 
nila today will be followed by the 
men with the text-book and the Bible, 
bringing the arts of civilization, re- 
spect for law and order, and the wel- 
fare of the country. No government 
can live for self alone, nor grow to full 
stature by the exercise of selfishness. 
This great republic is following today 
as it followed in the past, the lines 
marked out by Providence, superior to 
the wisdom of Presidents and of Legis- 
latures, pointing out the way of the 
great march of civilization.” 

GRIGGS AND LONG. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGIIT REPORT.) 

MACOMB, Oct. 6.—Atty.-Gen. Griggs 
spoke as follows at Quincy: 

“I. was interested to see that vast 
concourse of school’ children who 
turned out to welcome the President. 
They will be told by their teachers 
that within a year there has been 
added to our domain a vast archi- 
pelago in the Pacific Ocean, people 
with eight or ten millions of _ souls, 
who speak more than a score of dif- 
ferent languages, and who compose 
more than twoscore different discord- 
ant and disconnected tribes. 

“They will be told that today the 


United States of America possesses, 


by solemm treaty, sign and ratified 
by Spain, accepted and approved by 
the Senate and the Congress of the 
United States and its President, | the 
only lawful sovereignty and authority 
over these islands, a sovereignty and 
an authority recognized and undisputed 
by any single nation or people on the 
face of the earth. ’ 

“They will be told that in one of 
those islan@s one of these numerous 
tribes has raised an army of insur- 
rection against the American flag; that 
they, while our soldiers were in peace- 
ful possession of Manila, attempted to 
rise and murder them and the Ameri- 
can represemtatives there; that they 
fired on the American flag; that they 
defied its authority, and that they 
have attempted by murder, by con- 
flagration and by arms to drive the 
lawful authority of the United States 
from, the island of Luzon. 

“They will tell these children of 
yours that these men who have at- 
tempted this comprise not one-tenth 
per cent. of the people of those islands, 
and the answer that is to be made to 
those who ask what we are to do about 
it is the plain and simple answer that 
was given in 1861: ‘If any many at- 
tempts to haul down the American 
flag, shoot him on the spot.’ And so, 
my friends, your President, your Sec- 
retary of War, your Secretary of the 
Navy, all of the people of the United 
States, are striving to maintain merely 
the lawful authority of the United 


States in th Jaye: to do their 
plain and’ to accomplish 
heir solemn oath 


which 

Sey have promised to do; to maintain 
not only. the full dignity and authority 
of the American flag, but to carry 
it on. 

“You believe and I believe that it is 
a wise course. of Providence, which, 
after 300 years of despotism and ig- 
norance, has opened the door of these 
islands to American intelligence, to 
American civilization, to American 
progress, to American prosperity. The 
full tide of prosperity flows through 
this. land, majestically and unruffled 
as this great river flows by your city. 
We want a flow of progress and intel- 
ligence, of liberty and civilization, to 
flow into these Philippine Islands, and 
over all to float, now and forever, the 
flag of the American Union.” 

The speech of Secretary Long was as 
follows: 

“TIT notice your chairman is very dis- 
criminating. He introduces me, but 
compliments not me, but the navy, 
and there, my friends, he is quite right. 
It is the navy itself, the organized 
navy of the United States, its officers 
selected from every Congress District 
throughout the Union, inspired by the 
highest spirit of professional and na- 
tional zeal—it is the navy which de- 
serves your commendation and has 
earned the gratitude of the people of 
the United States.” [Applause.] 

SPEAKING AT MACOMB. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

PEORIA, Oct. 6*—Between Quincy 
and Peoria three brief stops were made, 
at Macomb, Canton and Bushnell. At 
each of these stations the President 
was escorted from the train to plat- 
forms erected for the occasion. The 
entire population of these towns ap- 
peared to have turned out to greet 
the Chief Magistrate, and he was in- 
variably welcomed with boundless en- 
thusiasm and applause. At Macomb the 
President said: 

“My fellow-citizens: I thank you for 
this cordial greeting and generous wel- 
come. It is a pleasure to me to look 
into your faces, to feel your warm 
hearts and to know that you are in- 
terested in the prosperity and honor 
of the government of the United States. 
These great assemblages of the people 
teach patriotism, and patriotism is 
the mighty power that sustains the 
government in peace and unites us in 
war. [Great applause.] The patriot 
loves his home, his family, his profes- 
sion, his farm, his books, but he has a 
great love which includes all these—he 
loves his country. [Great applause.] 

‘“‘No more splendid exhibition of pa- 
triotism was ever shown than was 
shown a few days ago in the distant 
Philippines. [Applause.] That gallant 
Tennessee regiment, from your south- 
ern border, that had been absent from 
home and friends for more than a 
year and was embarked on the good 
ship Sherman, homeward bound—when 
the enemy attacked our forces remain- 
ing near Cebu—these magnificent sol- 
diers disembarked from their’ship and 
joined their comrades on the firing line 
and achieved a glorious triumph for 
‘American arms. [Great applaus:2.] 
That is an example of patriotism that 
should be an inspiration to duty to all 
of us in every part of our common 
country.” 


Bushnell was as follows: 

“My ffellow-citizens: I thank you 
for this warm welcome. I thank the 
children of the schools for coming to 
give me greeting with the flag of our 
country in their hands. The last two 
years have registered not alone our 
martial triumph, but have recorded 
equal triumphs in peace. We have not 
only overcome in the war with Spain, 
but we have overcome the enemies of 
prosperity and scattered their forces, 
and today the United States is enjoy- 
ing an era of prosperity unprece- 
dented in our history. No man rejoices

am Jennings Bryan sat directly 
behind President McKinley this after- 
noon at Canton, Ill., while the Prest- 
dent delivered a brief address to the 
citizens of that town. A street fair 
is in progress at Canton, and Cot. 
Bryan had been secured to deliver a 
two-hours’ speech. The Nebraskan 
was among the first to greet President 
McKinley as he left the train and as- 
cended the platform. When the Prest- 
his address, he turned 

eartily gras Col. Br i . 
stretched hand. 

“Good-by, Mr. President,” said Col. 
Bryan, and the President responded 
with a word of farewell. This closed 
the short meeting between the former 
rivals of 1896, as the Presidentiq! train 
left immediately. Col. Bryan delivered 
his address after the departure of the 
President. President McKinley said at 
Canton: 

“Our glorious old flag, 
of liberty, floats today over two hem- 
ispheres. During the recent war we 
had exhibitions of unprecedented pa- 
triotism on the part of the people and 
unmatched heroism on the part of our 
soldiers and sailors. [Aplause.] Our 
second great triumph is the triumph of 
general prosperity. 

“The busy mills, the active industries, 
the general prosperity have scattered 
plenty over a smiling country. Our 
third great triumph is the triumph we 
have had over sectionalism. We are 
no longer a divided people, and he who 
would stir up animosities between the 
North and South is denied a hearing in 
both sections. The boys of the South 
and- the boys of the North fought 
triumphantly on land in every engage- 
ment during our war. 

“*North and South together brought, 
now own the same electric thought: in 
peace a common salute; and, with free 
and unresentful rivalry, harvest the 
fields whereon they fought.’ 

“So I conclude by saying that this 
nation has been greatly blessed, and 
at this hour we are a united and a 
prosperous and patriotic people. And 
may that divine Providence who has 
guided us in all our undertakings from 
the inception of the government, con- 
tinue His gracious and assuring favor 
to us for evermore.” [Applause.] 

PEORIA ENTHUSIASTIC. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

PEORIA, Oct. 6.—A good part of the 
population of Peoria, the second city of 
Illinois, today took part in an elaborate 
demonstration to welcome to their city 
the President of the United States. 
The great event of the day was the 
unveiling of a beautiful monument 
erected by Peoria’s citizens, as a me- 
morial to the soldiers of the rebellion, 
living and dead. The monument is a 
tall shaft of marble, ornamented at the 
base with bronze groups commemorat- 
ing scenes of the civil war. It is 
erected on an elevation in front of the 
Courthouse and by its base had been 
constructed a platform upon which the 
President and the members of his party 
took seats to review a long procession 
of militia, veterans of the war and re- 
turning volunteers of the Spanish war. 

The concourse of people surrounding 
this platform and packing every street 
in its vicinity was by far the largest 
which has thus far greeted the @resi- 
dent on his western tour. After his 
review of the parade the President took 
his seat facing the velled m ment, 
by .the side of Hon. Martin ngman, 
chairman of the exercises. 

The monument was unveiled by Mrs. 
S .A. Kinsey, who has been chairman 
of the committee since the inception of 
the monument in 1883. A great cheer 
burst from the multitude as the folds 
of the canvas fell away from the shaft. 
The President, leaning on the arm of 
Mr. Kingman, and followed by the Cab- 
inet officers, made a tour of the open 
space surrounding the monument, in- 
specting its beauties carefully on all 
sides. The sculptor of the figures at 
the base, Fritz Triebel of Peoria, also 
walked by the side of the President 
during this inspection. The formal ex- 
ercises of dedication were then pro- 
ceeded with. An address was given by 
Mr. Kingman, followed by the Presi- 
dent, who dedicated the monument in 
a formal address. : 

The President said: 

“Mr. Fresident and Mayor, 


the symbol 


ladies 


and gentlemen, my fellow-citizens: I 
ai glad with fellow-ciltisrs 
Peoria county, the members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and the 
Ladies’ Memorial Association, to stand 
about this monument, dedicated to 
patriotic service and heroic devotion 
in as holy a cause as ever engaged 
mankind.’ This monument awakens 
sacred memories; and that is its pur- 
pose. It was erected by these patriotic 
women that it might for all time »ver- 
petuate one of the most glorious 
periods in American history. It tells 
the whole history of the war—the 
siege, the march, the bivouac, the bat- 
tle line, the suffering, the sacrifices of 
the brave men, who from ‘61 to '65 up- 
held the flag. [Great applause.] It 
tells every page of the history of that 
civil struggle and its triumphant con- 
summation by Appomattox Courthouse 
when Grant accepted the surrender 
from Lee, and we were kept a nation, 
united again forever. 

“T like this monument. I like this 
symbol that I face today—the defense 
of the fiag. [Cheers.] That is what 
we do wherever and whenever that 
flag is assailed. {[Applause. } And 
with us war always sleeps when the 
assailants of our flag consent to grant 
terms ef unconditional! surrender. 
[Great and continued applause. ] 

“My fellow-citizens, I do not intend 
to make a speech here today. [Cries 
of ‘Go on!’]) I could add nothing of 
patriotic sentiment which has not al- 
ready been uttered. But I desire tv 
express in this presence my apprecia- 
tion, not of the tribute that was paid 
to the President of the United States, 
but the tribute which the people of 
Peoria city and Peoria county have 
paid to the brave defenders of the 
American flag in time of our greatest 
peril. You are proud of the monu- 
ment. You should be proud of the 
demonstration today which led to its 
unveiling. Six thousand children from 
the schools marching by with the 
Flag of the Stars in their hands, and 
with the love of their country in their 
hearts, I could not but think, as I 
looked upon that inspiring procession 
that my country was safe. [Applause.] 

“God bless the schools of America. 
God bless the patriotic women of the 
United States [continued applause,] and 
the patriotic band that projected and 
carried this monument to a successful 
conclusion. And I must not close with- 
out congratulating you that you can 
find in Peoria—indeed, you have every- 
thing in Peorla—an artist of such high 
skill, born in your own city, to con- 
ceive and execute this noble monu- 
ment. I thank you over again for 
this splendid demonstration: of patriot- 
ism and devotion to duty.” [Ap- 
plause.] 

At the conclusion of the exercises a 
brief opportunity was given the crowd 
to shake hands with the President, al- 
though the press of time did not allow 
more than an infinitesimal portion of 
the surging mob to be presented to him. 
The party was next driven to the Corn 
Palace, a building wholly constructed 
of corn, where the Peoria Corn Festival 
was inaugurated by the President. An 
informal reception and dinner at the 
residence of J. B. Greenhut was the 
closing event of the President’s visit to 
Peoria. The party boarded the train 
at 8:45 o’clock, and was rapidly carried 
to Galesburg to spend the night. 

The exercises which will take place 
at Knox College, Galesburg, tomorrow, 


are designated to commemorate the 
forty-first anniversary of the famous 
ebates twean Abraham Lincoln and 
tephen A. Douglass, one of which was 


held at Galesburg. The President will 
participate upon invitation of Dr. John 
M. Finley, former president of Knox 
College, who urged him to be present 
at the instigation of the citizens of 
Galesburg.

TYPHOON KILLED MULES. 


Tramsport Siam Has a Distressful 
Voyage to Manila. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MANILA, Oct. 6, 6:40 p.m.—[{By Ma- 
nila Cable.] The United States trans-~ 
port Siam, which left San Francisco 
September 9 with upwards of 330 valu- 
able mules, the coming of which had 
been anxiously awaited, as the mules 
are in great demand for continuing 
the campaign, arrived this morning and 
reported that all but nineteen of the 
animals had been lost in two severe ty- 
phoons, under peculiarly distressing 
conditions. 

The Siam left Honolulu thirty-one 
days ago and encountered the ty- 
phoons early this week. One lasted 
forty hours. Most of the forage, which 
was on the deck, was swept overboard, 
all the bcats were smashed in, and the 
steamér rolled tremendously in the 
trough of the sea, although the officers 
made every effort to bring her about, 

The mules were hurled from side toe 
side, and frightfully mangled and dis- 
emboweled. Their legs and necks were 
broken, and the wretched animals fell 
in such a confused mass that the at- 
tendants were unable to relieve them, 
In the mean time the deck load was 
washed off, the ship lightened and the 
rolling increased. When the storm 
abated the injured animals were killed 
and their carcasses thrown overboard. 

When the Siam arrived her propellor 
was high out of the water and the 
wrecks of her boats were hanging from 
the davits. 

WASHINGTON ADVISED. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6—A _ cable 
message from Gen. Otis to the War De- 
partment brings word of the loss of 
several hundred horses and mules on 
the transport Siam. The message fol- 
lows: 

“MANILA, Oct. 6—Steamer Siam, 
which left San Francisco August 18, 
with 45 horses, 328 mules, encountered 
typhoon, 2ist, in northern Luzon, in 
which all but about sixteen mules were 
lost. Animals killed by pitching of 
vessel and lack of air from necessity 
closing hatches. No casualties among 
passengers.

The Bishop Goes to the Philippines 
for the Episcopal Church. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 6—The Times 
Says: “Bishop Henry C. Potter is g0- 
ing to the Philippines. This was 
learned positively last night, although 
the bishop himself is reticent as to his 
plans, and refused to admit anything 
more than that he was going to Hono- 
lulu. He will, however, visit the Phil- 
ippines as well, and has allotted three 
or four months for his trip. He will 
probably start today or tomorrow for 
the West, though it is not known cer- 
tainly that he will not postpone his 
leave-taking until early next week.

Some time 
ago there was formed a commission to 
represent the church in this country 
known as the commission of ‘increased 
possibilities. and Bishop Potter was 
made one of the members. The object 
in forming the commission was to ob- 
tain data on the opportunities for the 
church to do work in the lands which 
the events of this and the last year 
have brought within the jurisdiction of 
the United States government. It is 
essentially a commission for mission- 
ary work, and Bishop Potter has been 
selected to examine that part of the 
field which is comprised in the Ha- 
waiian Islands and the Philippines. 

“The Rev. Percy Stickney Grant, 
rector of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of the Ascension, is correspond- 
ing secretary of the commission, and 
in his official capacity will accompany 
the bishop on the tour. He will not 
leave until early next week, and join 
the bishop in San Francisco, where they 
will sail on the steamship for Honolulu, 
either on October 22 or 23.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—This has been 
a day of rest on board the interna- 
tional racers. The Columbia was 
towed from Sandy Hook to Bay Ridge to 
get her out. of any danger from the 
northeaster. The Shamrock remained 
at her anchorage at the Hook, her peo- 
ple seeming willing to take the chances. 
The wind blew up pretty fresh about 
6 o'clock, but there was nothing to 
threaten harm to a yacht so well pro- 
tected by tenders and tugs, to say 
nothing of the powerful Erin. 

The.feeling on both sides is one of 
confidence. Iselin thinks he will win. 
Sir Thomas Lipton has a nice little 
corner in the Erin, all ready for the 
cup. The public is in doubt, and it 
must be said that there is a feeling of 
indecision among the expert yachts- 
men. The two days of drifting have 
furnished almost nothing on which to 
base opinions. They have, however, 
seemed to strengthen tHe belief that the 
Shamrock is a thoroughly dangerous 
proposition. This is now aie well- 
grounded opinion, and if the two days 
of light airs have done anything, they 
have shaken the confident feeling that 
has prevailed among the backers of 
the Columbia. 

Those who have watched most closely 
every movement of the two yachts are 
firm in the belief that there is little 
to choose between them in a drift. and 
as it is remembered that the Sham- 
rock people have never asserted that 
she was a drifter, it can be understood 
that there is reason for a rise in the 
Shamrock stock. Twice in the two 
days of racing there have been times 
when both boats were sailing under 
exactly similar conditions for an hour 
after the start, Tuesday, and for a like 
length of time after thé start Thurs- 
day. Both were sailing dead before a 
light wind, with the same spread of 
canvas. Tuesday, the Shamrock drew 
away from the Columbia. Thursday 
the Columbia drew away fromthe 
Shamrock.

If it comes the world will 
see the greatest struggle in the histotry 
of international yacht racing. - 
With her great mainsail snugly 
stowed on the boom under a water- 
proof cover, the yacht Columbia lay at 
anchor off the sea beach pier at Bay 
Ridge today, riding out the easterly 
storm under the lee of the land. All of 
her other sails were unbent and stowed 
below, where they will be kept dry un- 
til needed. Should there be rain and a 
strong breeze, however, the sails will 
not be spared tomorrow, for. rain or 
shine, barring accidents, the yachts will 
start in their race and make a third 
attempt to complete the course of fif- 
soo miles to windward or leeward and 
ack. 

Among the most prominent of the 
guests aboard the Erin during tomor- 
row’'s race will be Admiral Schley and 
the Governor-General of Canada, Lord 
Minto. 

The observer at Galilee reports: “‘The 
wind tonight is north-northwest, with 
a heavy sea running. The indications 
are that there will be a fresh wind at 
the commencement of the race tomor- 
row, also a heavy sea, but that the sea 
will go down as the race proceeds.” 

SIR THOMAS SATISFIED.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6—Sir Thomas

When- 
ever the Shamrock has been near the 
Columbia in two trials and windward 
work was in hand, Capt. Hogarth has 
striven with all his might to break 
tacks, to get off on a different tack. 
where he might hope for better wind 
than that which he had beside the 
Columbia. Will any yachtsman say 
that the able captain of a superior boat 
in windward work would be guilty of 
taking such chances? If his boat is 
slower he may take chances, because 
if he remains on the same tack as the 
swifter boat, he will surely be beaten. 

“As to work down the wind, 
nothing need be said. The Columbia 
has outfooted the Shamrock in both 
trials. As to the effect of the changes 
in ballast’ on the two yachts, enough

“KID” LAVIGNE WHIPPED. 


The Knocker-out is Knocked Out 
at Last. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—George Mc- 
Fadden of this city knocked out 
George (‘Kid’) Lavigne, ex-lightweight 
champion of the world, in the nine- 
teenth round before the new Broadway 
Athletic Club tonight. They met at 
133 pounds, and put up a fight which 
was as sensational as it was prolific 
of hard hitting and clever ring work. 
McFadden's blocking of the 
rushes and leads was phenomenal, and 
toward the end of the bout he had the 
Saginaw boxer very raw and sore. At 
the opening Lavigne was the favorite, 
but after the twelfth round odds of 
100 to 80 were freely offered on Mc- 
Fadden. Lavigne was well battered, 
and several minutes elapsed after the 
knockout before he realized what had 
happened to him. McFadden left the 
ring virtually without a mark. 
McFadden fought carefully at the 
start, stopping Lavigne’s rushes. To- 
ward the close of the fourth round, he 


staggered the “Kid” with a left and a 
right on the head, and in the fifth | 
round he tock the aggressive, getting | 
in on the “Kid'’s’’ wind and stopping 
the latter's rushes in a way that set 
the spectators cheering. In the sixth 
round Lavigne, unable to reach his 
man, seemed to have lost his temper, 
and fought wildly. In the. seventh, the 
“Kid” came out slower than usual and 
seemed tired. McFadden landed 
twice on -the jaw and again on the 
face, and the “Kid"’ rushed him to the 


ropes. 

In the eighth round the “Kid” 
rushed again, but McFadden's guard 
was perfect, and the round was Mc- 
Fadden’s, who landed hard on the face | 
and jaw again and again. In_ the 
ninth round McFadden landed left and 
right on the face and body, and 
seemed very fresh and strong as he 
stopped the ‘Kid's’ rushes. Lavigne 
kept on leading ineffectually and get- 
ting smashed in the face, but in the 
eleventh round, soon after a clinch, the 
men fell. Lavigne nearly put McFad- 
den out with a left swing to the pit 
of the stomach. 

When Lavigne came up for the thir- 
teenth, his left eye was almost closed. 
He still rushed viciously, but McFad- 


den got much the better of the ex- 
changes. In the fifteenth McFadden 
sent the “Kid” down and staggered 


him again with a right @& moment 
later. Lavigne took heavy punish- 
ment in the sixteenth, and was evi- 
dently going downhill. Both men were 
a bit wild in the seventeenth, with Mc- 
Fadden forcing his man. Lavigne 
went down from a right on the jaw, 
but got up instantly, and got a left 
and right on the head ToWard the 
close of the eighteenth round, Lavigne 
fell from a left jab and a push with 
hands. He got up in two seconds, only 
to go to his knees from a right upper- 
eut as the bell rang, and he went to 
his corner groggy. 

In the final round, McFadden went 
right to his man, and had him reeling 
with right and left swings on the head. 
A right swing on the jaw put Lavigne 
to the floor, where he lay for six sec- 
onds. He got up reeling, and tried to 
clinch, but was sent down twice more 
with similar blows. Each time he took 
almost the limit to get up, but it was 
beyond doubt that he was unable to 
cope with McFadden, who stood wait- 
ing to give him a final blow. The “Kid” 
clinched as he got up, and the referee 
separated them.. Then McFadden 
nailed Lavigne with a left back of the 
ear, and the “Kid” went down for 


nearly nine seconds. A left to the body 
floored Lavigne for the fifth time. He 
got up only to go down again, this 
time from a clinch, with McFadden on 


top. 

McFadden jumped up at once, but 
Lavigne rosé slowly. He staggered 
across the ring, with McFadden hot 
after him. McFadden rushed his right 
to the head and uppercut his left to 
the chin. Lavigne went down again, 
but got up within the limit. He stood 
in @ dazed condition. McFadden meas- 
ured him carefully, and with a left 
swing this time sent him down and out. 
The time of the round was 2m. 3s. 

Before the principal event, Jimmy

The Committee on Credentials re- 
ported 1754 delegates present. Col. 
Melvin of Adams was elected perma- 
nent chairman, and he delivered a 
speech, in which he commended the 
Republican national and State admin- 
istrations. The Committee on Reso- 
lutions reported the platform, which

was received with applause and 
adopted. The platform opens’ with 
felicitations upon the results which 


have followed the restoration of the 
Republican party to power in all 
branches of the Federal government. 

On the subject of national finances 
and the currency, the platform says: 
“Bonds and notes payable in coin 
must be established by law to be pay- 
able in gold, and provision made for 
supply of gold when required. The 
Republican party stands unreservedly 
pledged to maintain the existing gold 
standard, and we look with confidence 
to the Fifty-sixth Congress for’ the 
enactment of measures to so perfect 
our monetary system that it shall be 
ample for the expanding business of 
the country, and to so arm the treas- 
ury that it can at all times protect 
the national credit.” 

The platform urges the opening up of 
new markets for the products of the 
United States; the development of the 
merchant marine of this country, and 
such improvement of the principal har- 
bors of the United States as shall make 
them accessible to the largest vessels 
afloat. 

On the subject of trusts, the plat- 
form says: “The Republican party 
of Massachusetts is unqualifiedly op- 
posed to trusts and monopolies, and 
the capitalization of fictitious and 
speculative valuations.”

“The recent war with Spain, which 
was necessitated by humanity, has 
been overwhelmingly vindicated by the 
results so speedily and splendidly at- 
tained. 

“We commend the tact, the patience 
and the skill and statesmanlike spirit 
with which the President has ap- 
proached the perplexing problems aris- 
ing from the war. Under the treaty 
with Spain, the law of nations put 
upon the United States the responsi- 
bility for the peace and security of life 
and property, the well-being and the 
future government of the 
Islands. Accepting this responsibility, 
it is our profound trust that the pres- 
ent hostilities can be brought to an 
early termination and that Congress 
guided by a wise and patriotic admin- 
istration, will establish and maintain 
in these nations, hitherto the home of 
tyrants, a government as free, as lib- 
eral and as progressive as our own.” 

The administration of the Navy De- 
partment by Secretary Long is par- 
ticularly commended. The cause of 
civil-service reform is commended and 
strict naturalization laws and further 
restriction of emigration are urged. 

Regarding lynchings in the South, 
the platform says: ‘““We condemn the 
depriving of any person of his life or 
property without due process of law, 
and we especially condemn the unwar- 
ranted lynchines of colored citizens in 
other States.

“The silver question is not dead, not- 
withstanding the fact that for a num- 
ber of years our Repubilcan friends 
have been claiming that it has been 
interred. They claim that the people 


settled the silver question in 1896, but 
this it not true. The only party be- 
fore the people in the campaign that 
had a gold-standard platform was the 
gold Democratic party, and that party 
carried only one township, and that 
was in Western Kansas, which had in 
it only six voters. This does not ap- 
pear to me to be a settlement of the 
silver question.” 

He then paid his respects to the 
trusts, which he said had in the main 
grown up within the last few years as 
the result of Republican legislation. 
He did not agree with Mark Hanna, 
“who,” said Bryan, “recently said after 
returning from England that the Eng- 
lish system of government was as 
good, if not better than the American 
system.” 

About half of his address was de- 
voted to the foreign policy of the ad- 
ministration, claiming that its trend 
was in the direction of imperialism. 
The war in the Phillippines, he said, 
was a war of conquest and not in the 
interest of Republican government. He 
wanted the ilipinos treated as the 
government had promised to, treat the 
Cubans. Instead of doing what was be- 
ing done, he thought it would have 
been better for Admiral Dewey, after 
destroying the Spanish fleet, to have 
left for home.

ASTRONOMER’S DISCOV ERY. 


Theory of Polaris Being a Double 
Star Now Proved. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WILLIAMS BAY (Wis.,) Oct. 6—~ 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] It is now proved, 
almost beyond the shadow of a doubt, 
that the familiar Polar Star, known 
to astronomers as Polaris, is in reality 
a double star. To be more exact, the 
Polar star which we see has a com- 
panion which is unséen, ahd the two 
revolve about each other, or rather 
about a common center of gravity, as 
two balls of a dumb-bell might revolve, 
if suspended by a connecting bar. 

The theory of the composite system 
of Polaris was first advanced by Prof, 
W. W. Campbell of Lick Observatory, 
a few weeks ago, and has since been 
confirmed by Prof. Edwin B. Frost, 
of Yerkes’ Observatory, whose obser- 
vations and measurements tally almost 
exactly with those of Prof. Campbell. 

The latter is of the opinion that there 
is a third member, also dark, to this 
system. This, Prof. Frost says, is pos- 
sible, but cannot be ascertained except 
by a series of observations, covering 
a period of two or three years. 

Polaris and its unseen companion 
make a complete revolution in three 
days of twenty-four hours. Both to- 
gether, or three, if there be three, are 
moving toward the earth with a ve- 
locity of nine miles per second, 540 
miles a minute, or 32,400 mines an 
hour. 

Though coming at such an incredible 
rate of speed there is no danger that 
in any immediate future Polaris will 
ever collide with our earth. In fact 
there has been. no appreciable differ- 
ence in the appearance of the star, in 
spite of its rapid approach during the 
past 1000 years. This is due to the fact 
that the star in quéstion is 300,000,000 
times as far away as the sun. 


Drowned in the Sacramento. 


SACRAMENTO, Oct. 6.-—Charile 
Arndt, aged 10 years, while stepping 
from a barge to a small boat on the 
river late this afternoon, fell into the 
water and was drowned.

“Great Britain,” he continued, “has 
not made her demands as a suzerain 
power, but in virtue of international 
law, and as the power responsible for 
the well-being of South Africa. If the 
Boer government has refused the reas- 
onable requests of the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, September 8, 
through fear and suspicon regarding a 
possible attack upon their independ- 
ence, the speeches of the Duke of 
Devonshire (Lord President of the 
Council of Ministers) and Sir Matthew 
White Ridley (Secretary of State for 
the Home Department.) constitute as- 


Surances which ought to extinguish 
suspicion and fear. These speeches are 
quite as authoritative as any dis- 


patches, and bind the honor of the gov- 
¢rnment and the countrty. They ought 
to open the way to an agreement.” 

Campbell-Bannerman said: 

“Party interests must stand aside 
at this juncture, as well as the reputa- 
tions of ministers. I do not believe 
that diplomacy has said its last word, 
although the country is on the brink of 
war. It is a remarkable thing that 
when the question is asked what are we 
going to war about no»answer can be 
given. This countrty has never yet 
gone into a great war in such a state 
of uncertainty. 


“From patriotic motives, Liberals 
cannot and must not embarrass the 
government, but the time for free 


speaking will come by and by. At the 
present moment the interests of party, 
the reputation of ministers and our es- 
timate of the conduct of the govern- 
ment must all stand aside, as the only 
thing that matters is the question of 
peace or war.”’

AN AMERICAN’S VIEW. 


J. H. Hammond Looks for the Early 
Defeat of the Boers. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Paris says that John 
Hays Hammond, the American civil 
engineer connected with leading South 
African mining companies, who 
turned from the Cape two months ago, 
after a brief holiday in the Tyrol, is 
now passing a few days in Paris. The 
appreciation of the situation in the 
Transvaal, expressed by Mr. Ham- 
mond in conversation with the Tribune 
correspondent, are of interest as 
showing how a war with the Boers 
is regarded by an observant represen- 
tative American, enjoying the advan- 
tage of unsurpassed knowledge of the 
=— enabling him to grasp the situa- 

on. 

As to the justice of the war, Mr. 
Hammond did not wish to express an 
opinion, but when asked whether the 
= would be a short or a long one, 
said: 

“It will be a short war, ending with 
the capture of Pretoria, after which 
the Boers will recognize the futility 
of further fighting. The Boers to- 
night are not as formidable fighters as 
they were fifteen years ago; for ex- 
ample their former enormous advan- 
tage in marksmanship over the British 
troops no longer exists, because game 
having to some extent disappeared, 
the Boers have no experience in shoot- 
ing at moving objects. A few old Dop- 
pers are still good shots, but’ they 
are fast dying out. Moreover, the 
British Lee-Metford rifle, with its re- 
markable flat trajectory, puts Tommy 
Atkins quite on an equality with the 
Boers so far as marksmanship is con- 
cerned. 

“Quasi friends of the Boers,” con- 
tinued Mr. Hammond, “delude them 
into the belief that Great’ Britain 
would not resort to war in any event, 
and, unfortunately, thereby provoking 
a spirit .of opposition to the British 
demands resulting in the present 
diglomatic impasse, which I fear makes 
war inevitable. Encouraged by the 
present weakness of the British gar- 
risons, the Boers evidently hope to oc- 
cupy strategic position, and by rapidly 
assuming the offensive, deal telling 
blows before the arrival of the bulk 
of the British army.” 

Mr. Hammond thinks there is no 
danger of the conflict developing into 
a war of races, because the Boers, es- 
pecially the generation now attaining 
manhood, have commercial instincts 
and are fond of making money. They 
are altogether more enlightened than 
the old Doppers, with their dog-in-the- 
manger exclusiveness. Mr. Hammond 
feels confident that both nations will 
have reason to respect each other more 
after a war.

VESSELS CHARTERED. 


British Engaging Many Liners for 
Short Periods. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—The Tribune 
Says that surprise and interest have 
been excited in shipping circles by 
the news that within the last three 
days some thirty-five vessels engaged 
in the trans-Atlantic trade have been 
chartered by the British government 
for periods of three months and up- 
ward. 

Among the ships chartered are a 
number belonging to the big passenger 
and freight lines, though the complete 
list is not known at the offices of the 
lines in this city, as the transactions 
were conducted abroad. 

Of the Cunard-line boats, the Au- 
rania and the Servia are known to 
have been chartered, and the Mongolian 
and three other vessels have been en- 
gaged from the Allen line. At the of- 
fice of the Wilson line it was said that 
several other ships had been spoken, 
but their names were withheld. 

The Mohawk and the America, be- 
longing to the Atlantic Transport Com- 
pany, have been chartered, but officials 
of this company said they did not wish 
to charter any more. The White Star 
liner Nomadic has been chartered and 
it is said that others of the line have 
been engaged, but this “vas not posi- 
tively confirmed at the office. The

These 
Are the Pavonia, the Corinthia, the 
Cephalonia and the Catalonia; also 
steamers from the Leland line, between 
Boston and Liverpool, and the Domin- 
ion and Warren lines, operating be-~ 
tween the same ports. 

It is also reported that the Chicago 
and Columbia of the Wilson and Fur- 
ness-Leyland lines, Boston-London 
service, had been contracted for, but 
this could not be confirmed. Other 
‘boats are the British steamer Elphra 
and Montezuma, which, as far as 
known, are not attached to any particu- 
lar line. Prices that have been paid 
for the various steamers, it is said, 
range from 12 shillings 6 pence to 17 
shillings 4 pence a ton per month, ac- 
cording to the character of the steam- 
ers, the lower rate being for cargo 
carriers and the higher rate for the 
passenger and semi-passenger vessels. 


PEACEFUL SENTIMENTS. 


John Morley Condemns Britain’s 
Abatidonment of Franchise. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
LONDON, Oct. 6.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Addressing a peace meeting at 
Carnarvon this evening, Sohn Morley 
asked the country to realize the pre- 
dicament to which it had been brought 
by unhappy diplomacy and the bed- 
lamite councils of the war press and 

the war party. 


“If,” said Mr. Morley, “President 
Kruger had accepted the franchise 
proposal of September 7, with re- 


liance upon the convention of 1884, 
he would have been planted behind 
diplomatic entrenchments, which by 
fair and reasonable means could not 
have been forced. Even after’ that 
refusal, there was still room for a 
friendly settlement, but just as the 
Transvaal made a mistake, our gov- 
ernment capped it by withdrawing the 
franchise proposals.” 

Mr. Morley dwelt upon the modera- 
tion and reasonableness of the recent 
speech of the Duke of Devonshire, 
which proved that Great Britain did 
not desire to interfere with the 
Transvaal’s independence. The speaker 
said he had always pressed the 
urgency of the Transvaal meeting 
Great Britain half-way. He regretted 
the withdrawal of the five years’ fran- 
chise, but condemned Great Britain 
for now abandoning the franchise, 
which had hitherto been the founda- 
tion of the government policy. 

He dilated upon the eventual danger 
of having at the back of a strategic 
post like the Cape, a disaffected popu- 
lation held down by force of arms, and 
said he falled to see why the Trans- 
vaal ang Great Britain were unable 
to come to terms. Mr. Morley spoke 
derisively of the talk of a Pan-Afri- 
kander conspiracy in South Africa. 


ACUTE STAGE REACHED. 


Private Cable to Dr. Bosman Takes 
a Gloomy View. 
{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.}] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—Gen. James R. 
O’Beirne has made public the follow- 
ing extract from the cablegram advis- 
ing Dr. Bosman of the general's ap- 
pointment as commissioner extraor- 
dinary in the United States:

RAILWAY BUILDING. 


October Will Surpass All Previous 
Months of the Year. 
[A. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Oct. 6-—In_ the nine 
months ended September 30 last, a 
round-numbered total of 2700 miles of 
new railroad were laid in the United 
States. Of this construction about 
1400 miles were built in the months of 
July, August and September, and there 
are strong reasons to believe that the 
building this month will surpass that 
of any previous month of the year. In 
an article dealing with the railroad 
construction in the first nine months 
of 1899, the Railway Age says: 

“A survey of the field shows that 
work has progressed steadily since July 
1, but that not as much has been ac- 
complished in the way of completed 
road as had been anticipated. This 
does not indicate that there has been 
any perceptible abandonment of the 
work undertaken during the fore part 
of the year, but it means that the 
prosperity of the country is so general 
and that the demand for labor and 
material is so great that the railway 
builders have found it impossible to 
secure sufficient men and supplies to 
carry on the work with the speed de- 
sired. 

“From many sections of the coun- 
try comes the almost continual cry of 
lack of workmen. Many hundreds of 
miles of road are under construction 
at the present time, which cannot be 
completed this year, owing first’ to 
the scarcity of labor, and, second. to 
the inability to secure rails and track 
supplies. The demand for steel rails 
is so great that mills are unable to fill 
orders for early delivery, and it is like- 
wise practically impossible to secure 
relaying rails at any price. For these 
reasons, much work which had been 
planned for completion this year will 
have to be postponed until 1900, so far 
as putting down the rails is concerned, 
although grading is being continued 
with such forces as can be obtained. 

“The 2700 miles of track laid thus 
far during 1899, exceeds the total mile- 
age for any year since 1892, with the 
exception of 1898, when 3000 miles were 
completed. As work is being rapidly 
pushed in many sections of the coun- 
try on both grading and track-laying, 
scores of miles of track will undoubt- 
edly be laid during the month of Oc- 
tober, than in any previous month of 
the year. Unless severe weather sets in 
unusually early, there is every rea- 
son to believe that enough mileage will 
be added between now and January 


1 to make the total for the year 4000 
miles or over.” 


MARINE TRANSPORTATION. 


Industrial Commission Takes Testi- 
mony on Trans-oceanic Traffic. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Oét. 6.—Frank L.

the industrial commission today. 

Mr. Neall is a ship-broker and his 
testimony dealt with the subject of 
marine transportation almost exclu. 
sively. He stated that since the Trans- 
vaal question had become acute Great 
Britain had taken at least seventy-five 
vessels that were ordinarily engaged in 
the foreign carrying trade of the United 
States. The result naturally had been 
a& very marked advance in freight 
rates, and Mr. Neal! declared that the 
tonnage of American vessels available 
for ocean traffic did not exceed 300,000, 
whereas the total tonnage of the ves- 
sels of the world was 28,000,000. 

He favored a revision of the maritime 

laws of the country, so as to ermit 
the purchase of foreign-built freight 
Steamers for miscellaneous trans- 
oceanic business, commonly known as 
tramps. These vessels could be built 
a fourth cheaper abroad than in this 
country and wherever owned they had 
proved very profitable. Within the 
past two years the practice of leasing 
such vessels by Americans, he said, had 
increased fourfold” and after paying 
& profit to the lessees, they were net- 
ting their owners 20 and 25 per cent. 
per annum. 
Neall announced himself as o 
to a discriminating duty for the a 
of American-built ships, for the reason 
that he believed that such a system 
would precipitate retaliatory measures 
on the part of the other nations. In 
reply to a question, he sald, there was 
not a single line of steamers crossing 
the Atlantic that is composed entirely 
of American vessels. 

Mr. Kelly explained the purpose o

_ PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Oct. 6.—Two 
masked men held up the Palace saloon 
at 2:30 o'clock this morning, and got 
away with $245.

There 
were less than a dozen persons in the 
house when two men, that inevitable ill- 
assorted pair, the “long and the short 
gman,” entered by a rear door with 
dirty handkerchie:s over the lower part 
of their faces.

Both bandits 
then made for the rear door and es- 
caped, just as the police came in the 
front. They were pursued a couple of 
blocks, and trace of them was lost. 

Just before they entered the saloon 
Collins: had pu‘ $1300 in the safe. None 
of the other games were molested. 
The robbers seemed nervous and in- 
experienced. They allowed three men 
to leave the room while the robbery 
was going on. 


COOKED AND EATEN, 


Horrible Tale of Cannibalism 

Brought by the Aorangi. 

{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Oct. 6.—A re- 
markable story of cannibalism was 
brought to Sydney, Australia, a few 
days before the sailing of the steamer 
Aorangi to this port, by the French 
steamer Jeanette. The victim of the 
display of savagery was a native of 
Hawaii, named Amaru, who acted as: 
orderly to the immigration depart- 
ment at Noumea, in the New Hebrides. 
About six months ago Amaru mar- 
ried a native woman of Aoba in the 
New Hebrides group, and on passing 
that island on the second day of the 


outlying islands, he decided to visit his 
wife’s tribe. Accordingly the couple 
were put off in a small boat and it was 
only a few weeks ago that the steamer 
ag a second call and learned their 
ate. 

By mistake they had landed on an 
unfriendly shore and were taken pris- 
oners. The man was tied to a stake 
and his torture begun. This consisted 
first in allowing vicious jungle snakes 
from which the poison fangs had been 
removed, to attack the man’s legs. 

Then a fire was made at his feet and 
his legs were horribly burned, though 
the injury was superficial so that the 
victim would not die under the treat- 
ment. Then he was made a target for 
the spears of the tribesmen, who finally 
killed him. He was torn to pieces and 
placed over a fire with two sheep. In 
fact, according to the story, he was 
eaten with the sheep. 

In the mean time Amaru’s wife had 
been provided with a second husband. 
The matter was reported to a British 
man-of-war, but it is though no action 
has been taken. 


RESCUED SAILORS. 


Part of Steamer Tekoa’s Crew Ar- 
rive at San Francisco. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.}] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 6.—Five 
sailors, who for weeks were thought 
to have been lost at sea, and who were 
given up by their friends as dead, have 
arrived on the British ship Gifford, 
which rescued them from death in the 
cold and stormy seas off Cape Norton.

SAVAGE NATIVES, 


Thrilling Experience of American 
Party on Musa River. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Oct. 6.—Dr. 
Vaughan, an American who has worked 
up a large trade among the people of 
New Guinea, narrowly escaped being 
caught by the natives a few weeks 
ago. The news of his experience has 
been brought here by the steamer 
Aorangi. 

Early in September Vaughan, with 
several men, went on a trading and 
scientific trip up the Musa River, and 
inadvertently came into an unfriendly 
territory. a district very rich in pe- 
culiar natura] features, and were com- 
pelled to retreat hastily to their 
launch.

“DIAMOND” DOLLARS. 


Only Four of Them in Existence in 
the Treasury. 

[New Orleans Times-Democrat: ]} 
“Every now and then one reads about 
the discovery of another of the famous 
‘diamond dollars’ of 1804," said a gen- 
tleman of this city, who owns one 
of the finest private collections of 
coins and medals in the South. “The 
dollars of that date are popularly sup- 
posed to be worth from $1500 to $2000 
apiece, and if a few originals could 
be produced I dare say they would 
bring that figure easily enough. But 
it happens, unluckily, tHat there are 
only four on earth, and they are locked 
up in the vaults of the Treasury build- 
ing at Washington, and couldn't be 
bought at any price. They are what 
are known as ‘test pieces,’ which are 
always laid aside whenever a new coin 
is struck, and the rest of the issue 
is at this moment quietly reposing 
under several miles of deep blue sea. 
The true story is rather interesting. In 
1804 the mint at Philadelphia is known 
to have turned out 19,570 silver dollars.

THE OIL LIMITS. 

Viewed in the most favorable light, 
the campaign of the oil men, the object 
of which is to encroach upon the limits 
heretofore established at Westlake and 
Sunset parks, is a cold-blooded attempt 
to override a compact for the protec- 
tion of the parks and of the residence 
section contiguous thereto; a compact 
which was entered into in good faith 
both by the oil men and the represen- 
tatives of the city, and which ought in 
all honor to be preserved inviolate. 

The Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, in petitioning for the 
modification of the 1600-foot limit in 
the interest of certain oil men who 
have trespassed upon the proscribed 
territory, erred conspicuously and seri- 
ously. The association is supposed to 
represent the interests of merchants 
and manufacturers. Yet the petition 
in question was not in the interest 
either of merchants or of manufactur- 
ers. The extension of the oil wells into 
the residence district around Westlake 
and Sunset parks would create a de- 
mand for a (comparatively) small 
quantity of extra pipe, etc., it is true. 
But it would paralyze building opera- 
tions in that section, and thus would 
prevent the sale of many thousands of 
dollars’ worth of building materials 
which otherwise would have found a 
ready market. The number of work- 
men employed in the boring of extra 
wells would be small in comparison to 
the number who will be employed in 
the construction of residences, if the 
oil limits be maintained. The deterio- 
ration in the value of realty through- 
out that section is also a factor too 
important to be ignored. On the whole, 
the preposed modification of the limits 
would, if carried into effect. destroy 
many times the value it would create. 
It would put money into the pockets of 
a few oil speculators, perhaps, but it 
would inflict heavy and unwarranted 
loss upon a large number of property- 
owners whose homes are in that sec- 
tion, and upon the city itself, in the 
greatly-decreased value of its park 
sites. 

As has heretofore been pointed out in 
these columns, it is not probable that 
the proposed raid upon the park reser- 
vation will be successful. Councilmen 
Silver, Toll and Vetter can be relied 
upon to stand for the maintenance of 
the established limits at all hasards. 
Councilmen Baker and Pierce have 
stated in effect to a representative of 
The Times that they would set their 
faces like a flint against any and all 
attempts to break down the barriers. 
Here are five honorable gentlemen— 
men whose word 
upon—who are virtually pledged to vote 
against changing the limits. They con- 
stitute a majority of the City Council, 
and their votes will control its action 
in this matter. For these reasons The 
Times refuses to believe that the or- 
ganized raid of the oil men can be suc- 
cessful. 


THE PEOPLE ARE WITH DEWEY. 

Admiral Dewey, like the loyal Amer- 
ican that he is, is a stanch supporter 
of the President and of the President's 
policy as regards the Philippine ‘sl- 
ands. Admiral Dewey knows, from in- 
timate and close observation, the great 
value of these islands to the United 
States, the character of their people, 
their capacities for self-government, 
and the conditions generally which 
surround the problems with which this 
government is confronted in the Ortent. 
In the light of this superior knewledge, 
Admiral Dewey is an ardent expan- 
sionist, as a matter of course and of 
But he is too good an 
American, even if he differed radically 
from the President in these matters, 
not to give loyal support to the gov- 
ernment in its hour of need. In this 
respect, it is scarcely necessary to say, 
the great admiral differs radically 
from another individual whose name 
for one reason or another, is kept more 
or less prominently before the country; 
whose name, we violate no confidence 
in saying, is William Jennings Bryan. 

The American people, by a large ma- 
jority, are unquestionably with Ad- 
miral Dewey in his loyal and enthusi- 
astic support of the President's Phil- 
ippine policy. The evidences that such 
is the case are ‘accumulating at a rapid 
rate, and our Democratic friends who 
are seeking to make a political issue 
out of the anti-expansion shibboleth 
are destined to experience a rude 
awakening in the not-distant future.

No political party that advocates the 
hauling down of the Stars and Stripes 
from where they float over territory 
which has been won by the valor of 
our arms, can hope to win the ap- 
proval and support of the great mass 
of the American péople. As between 
the progressive patriotism of President 
McKinley and Admiral Dewey, and the 
retrogressive unfealty of William Jen- 
Bryan and Edward Atkinson, 
the great majority of the people will 
have little difficulty in deciding. 


EVIDENCE OF PROSPERITY. 

One of the surest of business ba- 
rometers, from month to month, and 
from year to year, is the record of 
failures. When times are bad the num- 
ber of failures is large; and the fail- 
ures decrease in almost a direct ratio 
to the improvement in business condl- 
tions. Applying this test to existing 
business conditions, it appears that 
the country has seldom or never been 
so prosperous as it is today. Brad- 
street's reports that the failure records 
for the first and second quarters of 
the year showed fewer failures than i: 
any but the most favored years, the 
liabilities being the smallest for at 
least seventeen years. Returns by 
months showed a steady and gratifying 
decrease in the number of failures dur- 
ing the first half of the year. Reports 
for the third quarter—the months of 
July, August and September—are now 
in, and the record is better than any 
that has gone before in it recent years. 
This quarter “shows the fewest fail- 
ures, the smallest liabilities, and the 
smallest proportion of assets to liabil- 
ities, of which there is any recent 
record.’ It is significant, further, that 
“failures and liabilities alike found 
their minimum this year in September, 
and corresponding totals of previous 
years show that the month just closed 
comes near to, if not actually posses- 
sing, the record of the smallest busi- 
ness embarrassments and liabilities.” 

‘The failures in the (third) quarter ag- 
Bregated 2208, involving $15,550,965 in 
liabilities, and $6,340,286 in assets. This 
was a decrease of 16 per cent. in the 
number of failures and of 48 per cent. 
in the amount of liabilities, as com- 
pared to the corresponding quarter of 
1898. The latter period, it should be 
remembered, was one of more than or- 
dinary prosperity. 

Comparing the third with the second 
quarter of 1899, it is found that the 
abilities are 18 per cent. smaller; and 
if comparison be made with the first 
three months of the year, the Mabili- 
ties are less than half as heavy. “This 
tendency,” says Bradstreet’s, “is uni- 
versal.’’ Comparisons with the records 
for the year 1898 are also highly satis- 
factory, although that was a year of 
exceptional prosperity throughout the 
country. One of the gratifying featurer 
of the returns is the improved show- 
ing made by the Southern States, indi- 
cating that section of the country has 
at last begun to share in the genera! 
prosperity. 

It is further shown by Bradstreet’s 
that “the total number of failures for 
the nine months was only 7075, a fall- 
ing off of 20 per cent. from last year, 
of 28 per cent. from 1897, and of 37 per 
cent. from 1896, which held the record 
for the most numerous nine-months’ 
failures, exceeding even the panic year 
of 1893. As regards liabilities, the total 
for the period under review—$65,855,218 
—is 35 per cent. smaller than it was 
last year, 45 per cent. smaller than in 
1897, 61 per cent. smaller than in 1896, 
80 per cent, smaller than in 1892, and, 
in fact, is the smallest aggregate of 
liabilities for the period mentioned of 
which there is any record.” 

These figures speak for themselves, 
and tell a story of prosperous trade 
conditions which everybody can un- 
derstand. When we compare this ex- 
cellent record with the dismal years of 
Grover Cleveland's last administration, 
when Coxey armies and soup-houses 
prevailed, the true and logical deduc- 
tion is obvious—so obvious that it need 
not be emphasized. The American peo- 
ple are not likely to vote for a return 
of the hard times of 1893 to 1896. 


The New York Sun announces editori- 
ally that of the 5,000,000 people who 
were in New York to receive Dewey, 
2,000,000 had written poems to that pa- 
per regarding Manila and the admiral. 
This is, at least, five or six more poems 
than The Times has received on the 
same subjects. If all the newspapers in 
the country were heard from, it would 
probably be found that at least three- 
fifths of the American people have sent 
one or more poems to the newspapers 
about Dewey, within the past week or 
ten days. 


The San Francisco papers cite an- 
other of Mr. Kruttschnitt's cycles, those 
extraordinary things which are becom- 
ing so common on the Southern Pacific 
road.

THE WARPATH.

IV—THE DEATH TRAMP OF THE 


PLEVNA PRISONERS. 

A battlefield is a scene sad enough 
after the heat and excitement of the 
fray is over, but the saddest sight I 
think I ever witnessed during my 
twenty years’ campaigning career, Was 
the march of the Turkish prisoners in 
the winter of 1877-78, through Rouma- 
nia to their captivity in Russia, after 
their long stubborn defense of the 
Plevna positon. 

Not one-third of those brave men, 
who for so many months had held the 
huge masses of Russian soldiers at 
bay, ever returned to their native 
‘ands. 

Where cruel war has devastated 
towns, wrecked homes and laid the land 
bare by invading hosts, nature seems 
to revel in the misery of her sons, and 
launches upon them the cruelest win- 
ter or a scorching, waterless summer, 
as the case may be. Great wars are 

curiously marked by the phenom- 
enally bitter winters; for instance, the 
winter of 1877-78, as regarded the bit- 
terness of its weather, vied with the 
winter of 1870-71, when France and 
Germany were at war. 

In this; probably, cruelest winter 
Roumania had known for years, I 
traveled from Fratisti—the then ter- 
minus of the rail from Bucharest— 
down toward the Danube. 

Dr. Humphrey Sandwith, C.B., who 
had been with Gen. Fenwick Williams 
during the siege of Kars in 1855-56, 
was my companion. He was engaged in 
distributing money collected by one 
of many philanthropic societies in 
England for the alleviation of the dis- 
tressed sick and wounded of the war— 
both Russians and Turks. 

On arriving at the terminus of the 
railway we secured a sleigh, and were 
soon stowed away in a sort of hen- 
cop minus the top bars, with our 
baggage in the straw to serve as a 
seat. The mercury had fallen to some 
15 degrees below zero the night be- 
fore, and our road, therefore, was too 
slippery to be the most desirable sur- 
face for sleighing. 

The result was that our conveyances 
would occasionally, to our consterna- 
tion, run away with the horses when- 
ever we came to a slant to left or right 
of the road, causing us to be always on 
the lookout for a collision with one of 
the many uncanny heaps of carrion by 
the roadside, on which hungry dogs 
were feeding. 

Dead horses and dying oxen now 
strewed our route, signs that we must 
be in the wake of some munitions 
train. Presently we came up with a 
long line of wagons and sleighs loaded 
with shot and shell. 

The merning was bitterly cold. Be- 
fore us lay a vast plain of snow, only 
broken by the bleak telegraph poles, 
which for miles traced our road through 
many adrift. The dead stillness of the 
plain under its white mantle was cc- 
casionally disturbed by the dull beat- 
ing of the wings of the carrion crow 
and foul vultures, as the birds lazily 
settled on their prey. Soon they in- 
creased in number, making almost 
black the leaden sky. Then afar off, 
breaking the horizon, a long, dark 
line came slowly moving in caterpillar 
fashion over the snow toward us. It 
was a column of men marching. No 
Russian or Roumanian troops consti- 
tuted it, or ere this we should have 
heard some cheerful song borne over the

e Dorobantz guards waving as they 
advance!”’ 

“Yes,"’ cried Sandwith, now thor- 
oughly aroused and peering through 
his binocular. “I can discern along 
with the escort Turkish officers, some 
on ponies, others on foot.”’ 

Behind the officers were the men who 
had so long kept the Moscovites at bay 
round Plevna. 

How spiritless and broken they now 
looked as they trudged wearily along 
the road to their captivity. Half 
starved, almost dead with fatigue and 
the cruel cold, many with fever burn- 
ing in their eyes, mere stalking bon2s 
and foul rags, came the brave troops 
who had made the fame of Osman 
Pasha. 

Sandwith, with the keen scent of the 
medical practitioner, sniffed the taint 
of smallpox and typhust lingering 
around them in the frosty air. 

“For our lives, Villiers, we must get 
to windward of these poor creatures!” 
exclaimed Sandwith, and we drove our 
sleigh to the left flank of the appraoch- 
ing column. Many of these wretched 
creatures were even now falling out of 
the ranks and lying down to die. One 
poor fellow had just thrown himself 
in the snow by the roadside; he cou!d 

o no further A comrade, loath to 
eave him, followed and tried to per- 
suade him to struggle once more to join 
the line. 

There was no answer; he had swooned 
or was dead. 

The ghastly line of living phantoms 
was trudging wearily forward. sol- 
dier of the rear guard now came up, 
with the butt end of his musket he 
roughly pushed the living man back 
into the ranks; then, with a brutal kick, 
turned the head of the fallen Turk over 
in the snow. A wild, fixed stare met 
his gaze; the Turk was dead. The sol- 
dier hastily shouldered his rifle and re- 
joined the guard. 

Thousands and thousands of birds 
of prey whirled around, settling in 
front and rear of this sad procession, 
like sharks round a doomed ship. A 
few yards farther on, lying half covered 
with snow, was the nude body of a 
dead Turk, who had been stripped by 
his companions for the sake of the lit- 
tle warmth of the fetid rags he had 
worn on his gaunt limbs. A carrion 
crow had just settled on his clenched 
hand, and the foul dogs were hurry- 
ing to their loathsume repast. A short 
distance to the right lay another body 
with face staring on the 
heavens through the _ slowly-falling 
snow. He was not quite dead, for the 
flakes were thawing on his fixed eye- 
balls. Dogs and swine, from the vil- 
lage near by, were quarreling for their 
share of the coming feast. ‘ 

It was the village of Putenin, hardly 
discernible in its shroud of snow and 
ice. Forbes and I were here in the 
summer in search of Gen. Drogomaroff, 
who was about to attempt the passage 
of the Danube. 

We were then suffering from the _ iIn- 
tense heat and blinding dust. I was 
now shivering in my furs. Putenin I 
found to be the resting place for Rus- 
sion sick and wounded en route to the 
base hospital Bucharest. When 
last I was here these very wounded, 
hale and hearty, were gaily marching 
with martial song,and blare of bugles 
to the front, with all the pride, pomp 
and circumstance of glorious war. 

Where was the glory now? Swathed 
in bloody rags, lying crippled and 
fever stricken on litters of rank 
straw, were the victors: and the van- 
quished, frost-bitten and famished, 
were hobbling past them, wretched 
prisoners of war. 

In the village a large lazaretto had 
been formed by the Russians. A con- 
siderable number of the Red Cross at- 
tendants lived in the houses of the. vil- 
lage. In one large building whieh had 


| once been a schoolhouse, resided a Rus- 


sian nobleman, who was the chief of 
the ambulance. 

Hearing of our arrival, he kindly in- 
vited us to stay a day or two. We 
gladly accepted the hospital- 
ity, for we knew there was scant com- 
fort at Tornu Magurelli, the little Dan- 
ube town for which we were making. 
The ice was still on the move on the 
river, and no communication with the 
opposite shore could be made till the 
floes were packed. 

Here there was certainly comfort, if 
not lyxury. We slept in one common 
roomgin which a German stove burnt 
night and day, and we fed on biscuits 
and canned goods, generally with Rus- 
sian tea for a beverage. There was 
plenty of tobacco, in the shape of ciga- 
rettes. Our Russian host would say, 
as he whiffed at his jeweled amber 
mouthpiece: “Pah! One cannot eat 
sucking pig and caviare when these 
poor devils are starving,’ alluding to 
the Turkish prisoners arriving dally, 
“but. we can smoke and be not 
ashamed, and this tobacco is priceless.” 

A curious character was our host, 
good-hearted, sympathetic, and full 
of sincere commiseration for the ter- 
rible suffering around. He would come 
in after his morning duties in billeting 
the prisoners, and shout for Carlos, 
his valet, to come and fumigate him. 
He would strip by the stove, and while 
his servant sprayed him with violet 
de Parme, he would sponge his beard 
in a kerosene tin, which served as a 
basin, and comb his hair in a jewelled 
mirror, which came from his gold and 
turquoise dressing-case, a glittering 
souvenir of the favor of his august 
sovereign, the Czar. This he never 
traveled without, and it was a token 
of the luxurious side of his character, 
which he would always tell you he 
strove hard to hide from the misery 
around him, Nevertheless, he was to 
be seen everywhere administering to 
the wants of the starving, frost-bitten 
sufferers, in rich gables and with his 
gold-mounted cane, 

The prisoners were passing through 
Putenin in thousands daily, and dur- 
ing the night were billeted on the in- 
habitants, who were almost as poverty- 
stricken as their wretched guests, 
choking up their little hovels and breed- 
ing vermin arm! pestilence wherever 
they went. Mothers must protect 
their young ones from contagion, so 
when night set in those Turks too weak 
to resist were thrown out into the cold, 
which mieant certain death, for the 
thermometer registered far below zero. 
The result was that the little dead- 
house opposite our lodgment would 
soon fill up with stark and frozen 
Turks. 

The following morning the arabas, 
or clumsy peasant’s carts, would clear 
the improvised morgue for the day. 
The ground being too hard and frost- 
bound, and labor being at a perimum 
for digging graves, the grain-pits out- 
side the village, long since depleated 
of corn by the hungry hosts which had 
swept the country bare for the last 
six months, were now used for the last 
resting place of these poor weary 
wrecks of humanity. Pellmell the 
emaciated, ragged corpses were thrown 
into the carts. Legs and arms stick- 
ing through the hen-coop side of the 
wagons would catch between the spokes 
of the rough wheel and crack and 
snap in concert with the creak of the 
crazy carts as the black buffaloes 
siowly dragged their ghastly loads to 
the grain pits. Sometimes’ softly 

rne over the snow came the body of 
an officer, out of respect for his rank 
he was carried by some of the men 
he had so valiantly led against the 
hated Moscovite and interred in some 


special burying plot—the shallow 
trench having been scoo out of the 
ice-bound soil by the hands of his 


faithful followers, 

Every morning the pure white man- 
tle of snow in and around Putenin 
was blotted and polluted with the 
stark bodies of the fever-stricken ‘‘mis- 
erables,"" who had dropped exhausted 
by the way, and had perished in the 
icy breath of the night. These poor 
creatures were collected by fatigue 
parties of their wretched brethern, who 
dragged them to the charnel-house, 
where they were counted by their 
guards and placed ready for the death 
carts. 

Sandwith and I visited this charnel- 
house. In one of the rooms we found 
a few poor creatures who had sought 
shelter from the bitterness of the 
night. They had cleared a space in 
the center af the room by piling the 
dead in a circle, and with scraps of 
rags from the bodies and some straw, 
were seated shoulder to shoulder 
around this foetid fuel, trying to ig- 
nite it with filnt and steel. At last 
it smoked and smoldered. 

One wretched Turk we had reck- 
oned as dead crawled from the ghastly 
ring of dead toward the weird group, 
and, feebly struggling for a place near 
the burning rags, was thrown back by 
his luckier comrades on to the pile 
of corpses. We remonstrated against 
this rough treatment, but his compan- 
ions in misery sullenly replied: “Why 
should we waste warmth on him? 
He will be dead in a few minutes.” 

Sandwith, who spoke Turkish fiu- 
ently, insisted on the poor fellow being 
allowed to huddle in with the rest, 
round the cheerless fire. The Turk we 
had befriended, could not speak his 
thanks for palsy, which had just seized 
him. Big tears stood in his eyes, and 
rolled down his frost-bitten cheeks as 


he crawled up to the doctor, and out 


of gratitude kissed his boots. 

Many of these shuddering wrecks of 
humanity had not eaten for days, but 
of the carrion by the roadside. ‘ 

We were lingering, loth to go, but 
knowing not what to do to alleviate 
their misery. We had money, gold in 
plenty, but of what use was gold when 
there was nothing to buy? 

Like a gleam of sunshine plercing the 
ghastly gloom of the place, a little Rus- 
Sian Red Cross Sister presented her- 
self, smiling. at the door, in white cap, 
black waterproof apron, with a flaming 
red cross on her breast. I had met this 
lady before, and had had many argu- 
ments with her. She hated the blood- 
thirsty Turks, and for that, the Eng- 
lish, too, for their sympathy with those 
barbarians, as she was pleased to call 
them, but yet.she tolerated me, and we 
were the best of friends. 

“Here you are again,” she said, “still 
interested in these miserable creatures. 
Ugh! I loathe them!” but at the same 
time she swiftly passed around the 
group huddled by the fire, and in an- 
other moment the majority were smok- 
ing cigarettes, and some were trying 
to kiss her feet in the fervor of their 
happiness. 

I have seen this little lady, though 
always railing at the horrible Turk, 
go into the most foul fever dens to ad- 
minister comfort to the miserable pris- 
oners. She was the life and soul of 
the lazarette, and many a Turk, with 
his eyes glazing in death, would turn 
to her sweet face and try to utter a 
blessing on her for her devotion to the 
sick and dying. 

This little lady I took great interest 
in. for she deplored my ignorance of 
the Russian tongue. and straightway 
set herself to work in teaching me when 
her hospital duties allowed her a short 
spell of freedom. 

Her little hut overlooking the dreary 
plain was the neatest in the place, 
and there she would repair during the 
afternoon, and stir up the charcoal in 
the samovar when the bright metal 
urn would hiss, bubble, and steam 
away as she brewed her ration of tea. 


Then she would seat herself on the 
corner. of her little’truckle-bed, hand 
me a glass of the amber-oolored liquid, 
light a cigarette, and lead me through 


the Russian numerals till a summons 
from the lazarette called her once 
more to her duty. 

The last day I spent in Putenin was 
probably the coldest of this excep- 
tionally cold winter. The telegraph 
wires running along the roadside were 
en in more than an inch of frost. 
The hospital, with its incrustations of 
frosted ice and snow, glittered a ruby 
tint In the last rays of the blood-red 
sun sinking below the horizon. The 
little Red Cross sister had just re- 
turned to her hut fromi some act of 
mercy in-the village. I was standing 
on the threshold, having called to say 

ood-by. As she drew my attention 
fo the lovely evening—for. a star and 
crescent moon were now the only 
signs in the clear sky—she touched my 
arm and pointed over the piain. Ah! 
there was the long black line winding 
over the snow—more Turkish pris- 
oners! When was ail this misery to 
end? On they tramped, sore and 
weary, with their cadaverous faces 
and ice-laden beards. Some trudged 
along on their heels, their toes hav- 
ing sloughed away in the biting frost, 
and many half-naked, the rotted rags 
having dropped from their limbs, ex- 

sed great pale blotches of frost- 
itten flesh. 

We walked together towards the 
wooden bridge spanning the narrow 
ice-bound river. Here the long black 
line came to a halt for a time, and a 
ration of bread was served out to 
prisoner of war. Some dropped the 
bread, their hands too stiffened with 
frost to hold it, when a free fight 
would take place among the ravenous 
wretches for the dropped morsel, till 
the guard with the butt end of their 
rifles, restored order. Some squatted 
on the snow and strove to moisten the 
food in the puddles thawed by the 
warmth of their bodies, while others 
knelt and, turning their weary heads 
towards the me fervently prayed 
after their fashion. 

I looked at the little sister. She was 
trembling with emotions; tears stood 
in her eyes. “Ah,” she said, as she 
wished me good-by, “I begin to love . 
these wretched Turks. This misery 
atones for their many sins. God help 
them, for how little we can do! I 
walked away and lit one .of the 
Prince’s cigarettes. As the fragrant 
smoke curled into the frosty air I 
could not refrain from thinking that 
that little lady with the black apron 
and flaming cross on her breast, was 
one of God’s helping hands, and a very 
sweet one, too.

Now that he has 
more men and has drawn his sword 
after an enforced rest for the vigorous 
prosecution of the war it eclares that 
he is wanting in tact becduse he does 
not meet the Filipino envoys half- 
way and discuss their proposals of 
peace. Were he to do 80 of course the 
Examiner would come out in a few 
days with its denunciations of - delay 
and its estimates of the money that 
“visionary general” had wasted in 
useless palavering. 

As a "matter of fact, the so-called 
Filipino proposals are not for a peace 
which the United States could accept 
and at the same time preserve its own 
sovereignty in the islands, hence Gen. 
Otis is clearly right in ignoring them. 
What the present envoy demands is 
recognition. He wants Gen. Otis to com- 
promise the American cause and gov- 
ernment by admitting that the so-called 
Filipino republic is a sovereign power, 
after which the parties at interest 
might or might not discuss a United 
States protectorate. Gen. Otis would 
deserve to be cashiered if he ° 
any part in this scheme beyond de- 
nouncing it. And that would also be 
true of him if he permitted the Fill- 
pino diplomats to fool, him into wast- 
ing in words a single day of good fight- 
ing weather. Last spring there was too 
much of that sort of thing permitted 
at Manila. Three distinct sets of en- 
voys came to the capital to talk aim- 
lessly about peace, and in the mean- 
time our generals were held back, 
much to the satisfaction of the oppoas- 
ing commanders. The time was all 
wasted, as the Filipinos intended it 
to be. But it is not at all likely that 
Gen. Otis will permit any more of it 
to be thrown away. 

“My only terms are unconditional 
surrender,” said Grant at Donelson. “ft 
propose to move immediately upon 
your works.” That is the kind of war- 
fare which won then, and it is the 
kind that will win now. We are deal- 
ing, as in 1862, with rebels in armo 
and they cannot be crushed by nego, . 
tiations. Congress may, it is true, con- 
ciliate the present ones by giving then 
visible proof of a desire to confer home 
rule, but that is not Gen. Otis’s con- 
cern. His business is to restore order 
in the islands by military methods. In 
the task of doing that it must sur- 
prise him to find such a loud-mouthed 
war-maker as the Examiner has been 
advising him to pause and converse.

OIL FIGHT ON. 


CONTEST BEGUN BEFORE FIRE 
AND WATER COMMITTEE. 


Speculators Urge Councilmen to 

' Change the Present Dead Line 

About Sunset Park—Still Greater 
Concessions Asked. 


The oil fight is on. The contest for 
@nother reduction in the oil limits 
protecting Sunset Park began yester- 
day before the Fire and Water Com- 
mittee. From present indications the 
few speculators who seek another con- 
cession from the Council will leave no 
stone unturned to induce that body to 
etill further curtail the protected ter- 
ritory. At the time the contour line 
Was established north of Sixth street, 
the oil men gave the property-owners 
to understand that if the concession 
then asked for were granted, no fur- 
ther invasion of the territory about 
the parks would be attempted. A few 
Speculators have discovered that there 
$s oil along the edge of Sunset Park, 
and strenuously maintaining that they 
Were not parties to the previous com- 
pact, and ask that all land under which 
they now think oil can be found, be 
thrown open to development. 

Those who have residences in the 
Section menaced, are up in arms at the 
proposed encroachment upon _ their 
homes. Many purchased property and 
Dullt in the vicinity of the parks be- 
cause the flowers and trees, incident 
to these beautiful breathing spots, and 
the splendid view to be obtained from 
the hilis, made the section an ideal 
place for a home. The Council had 
established the 1600-foot “dead line” 
and secured in the belief that the 
ugly derricks and the fumes of oil 
would never be allowed to reach their 
dwellings, many fine houses were 
erected. Subsequently a party of oil 
mmen under the leadership of W. EF. de 
Groot, succeeded in obtaining from the 
Council a concession that brought the 
piine within 900 feet of Westlake Park 
and within 30 feet of Sunset Park. 
AS @ result, the tall. unsightly  der- 

have made their appearance on 
the brow of the hill north of Westlake 
Park. Now a new bevy of speculators 
geek to have another slice cut from 
the protected territory, which, if al- 
Blowed, would bring the limit to the 
Hine of Sunset Park, and would soon 
subject a beautiful residence district 
to the offensive fumes of oil and the 
continuous noise of drilling.

This would give the oil specu- 
lators a chance to bore right up to the 
park line on the north and west and 
to extend their drilling far enough 
south so that the ocean breeze would 
carry the smoke from the weils and 
the noise of the machinery to the fine 
residences that have been built Just 
west of Westlake Park. 

Ss. C. Hubbell, Esq., 
property that is at present excluded 
from oil development, addressed . the 
committee at some length.

“The Council has no right to dis- 
criminate in running a line. It is not 
possible to consfiscate a man’s prop- 
erty.

Board of Public Works. 

The Board of Public Works met yes- 
terday for a short session. Little busai- 
ness of general interest was transacted.

Health Statistics. 

The statement of the health depart- 
ment of the city for the month of Sep- 
tember has been made out.

Of this number 15 were na- 
tives of the city and 4 of the Pacific 
Coast States, outside of Los Angeles, 
leaving 79 from other parts. Of the 
98 deaths, 65 had lived here less then 
ten years. There were 26 deaths from 
pulmonary consumption, divided as fol- 
lows: Natives of Los Angeles, 1; na- 
tives of Pacific Coast outside of Los 
Angeles, nope; from other parts, 25. 
Of the 26 deaths, 19 had lived in the 
section less than ten years. 

The births for September as reported 
amounted to 108, Of these 61 were of 
native parentage, 20 of foreign extrac- 
tion, and 27 mixed. The males num- 
bered 59 and the females 49. 


Quarterly Statement. 

The quarterly. statement of Street 
Superintendent Drain was filed wth 
the Auditor yesterday. The report 
shows that from a total allowance of 
$82,218.50, only $21,456.26 have been ex- 
pended the first quarter, leaving a 
balance of $60,762.24. Of a total allow- 
ance for street sweeping of $24,590, 
$8304.15 have already been spent, leav- 
ing a balance of $16,285.85.

DUARTE ACQUITTED. 


NOT GUILTY OF THE MURDER OF 
EDWAHD LOPEZ. 


Jary, After Being Out Many Hours, 
Holds That Duarte Was Com- 
pelled to Use His Pistol in Self- 
defense. 


Frank Duarte is a free man. At 10 
o'clock yesterday morning the jury, 
after being out since 3 o’clock Thurs- 
day afternoon, returned a verdict of not 
guilty. On the first ballot the vote 
stood eight for acquittal and four for 
manslaughter, and the entire time out 
was spent in converting the minority. 

Duarte was on trial for killing Ed- 
ward Lopez at Baldwin's Ranch on 
the Fourth of July. Hard feeling ex- 
isted between the Mexicans over the 
love of a Monrovia Sefiorita, and when 
they happened upon each other on the 
Fourth, filled with Dago enthusiasm 
over the birth of the republic, Lopez 
renewed the quarrel and attacked his 
rival. Duarte backed off, but Lopez 
was so persistent with a brickbat or 
something, that Duarte claimed he was 
compelled to use his gun in self-de- 
fense. That a brickbat actually cut a 
three-inch gash on the top of his head 
is undisputed, but the prosecution is 
certain that it was never in the hands 
of the deceased, but was used upon 
Duarte by one Manuel Perez to en- 
able the latter to get his gun away froin 
him, 

This is not the first criminal dim- 
culty with which Duarte has been con- 
nected. In July, 1898, he was committed 
to the County Jail to. serve a six 
months’ sentence for assault with a 
deadly weapon on José Mendosa at 
Santa Anita. Mendosa was riding along 
a country road on a bicycle, when he 
was hailed by Duarte, but gave him 
no heed, Whereupon Duarte pulled a 
pistol and cracked away at him. The 
Wheelman lost no time in getting be- 
hind a tree, and Duarte took another 
shot.

NAVAL ESTIMATES. 
Statement of Necessary Appropria- 
tions Prepared for Coagresxs, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Acting 
Secretary Allen has prepared the full 
statement of estimates which will be 
submitted to Congress for the main- 
tenance of the naval establishment for 
the next fiscal year. These amount 
to $73,045,183, which is an increase over 
the appropriations for the current 

year of $24,537,187. 

Included in the increase for the next 
year are appropriations of $12,268,474 
for public works and navy yards and 
stations. There is also an estimate of 
$2,021,000 for the new naval academy. 

The item for the navy, including 
armor, guns and machinery, is $22,- 
983,101. The estimate for the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair is in- 
creased over the current appropria- 
tions about $3,000,000 for steam engi- 
neering, $1,000,000, and for pay of the 
navy, about $700,000, while the esti- 
mates for ordnance are decreased about 
$700,000. 

The estimates for public works at 
the New York navy yard is $1,669,000, 
including $300,000 to begin the work 
on the new $1,000,000 granite dry dock 
and $300,000 to repair dock No. 2. The 
items for the Boston navy yard tggre- 
gate $1,498,300, which includes pro- 
vision for a general enlargement, and 
construction of the yard. The ap- 
propriation for League Island for new 
public works aggregate $1,395,092: for 
Norfolk navy yard, $1,349,000; for 
Mare Island, Cal., $692,500; for Puget 
Sound station, $216,065, and for Wash- 
ington, $875,017.

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WEIRD SUPERSTITION. 


SURVIVAL OF A BELIEF IN VAM- 
PI AMONG THE GR s. 


Potency of Fire as a Charm Against 
the Blood-sucking Monster, as 
Tried Upon Travelers — Quaint 
and Odd Observances Concern- 
ing the Night Terror. 


[New York Evening Post:] Some 
years ago the writer, accompanied by 
a friend, was traveling on foot in 
Greece. One day after sunset we 
reached an isolated farmhouse, situ- 
ated on the edge of what was then the 
great Copaic morass, immediately 
north of Orchomenus. We had been 
tramping through Greece for seven 
weeks; we were very footsore, and 
a long walk had made us unusually 
tired and hungry on that particular 
day. As we approached the house 
we were greeted by the barking of a 
huge and apparently very savage dog, 
who made frantic efforts to break his 
chain in order to gratify his burning 
curiosity in regard to the two forlorn 
travelers. Had we known what was to 
follow the dog would have inspired us 
with more respect, but we had seen 
many Grecian curs masquerading as 
lions, though at heart they were as 
‘cowardly as «hares. So, trusting to 
knowledge born experience with 
other dogs, we scarcely deigned to 
notice the vigorous protests of this 
savage beast. Arrived at the door of 
the farmhouse we knocked once and 
again. Apparently the house had no 
inmate. But after a time the door 
opened cautiously, and a burly Al- 
banian peasant appeared in the door- 
way extending toward us a pair of 
tongs in which was held a live coal of 
fire. The extraordinary performance 
rendered us for the moment speechless 
with astonishment. The peasant, pale 
and apparently quivernig with terror, 
stood but for a moment holding the 
coal of fire toward us. Then, without 
having uttered one word, he hastily 
closed the door in our faces and bolted 
it with care. 

This behavior was as inexplicable to 
us at the time as it is, no doubt, to the 
reader now. But at'‘any rate one thing 
was certain, the man had given us the 
strongest assurance that he regarded 
our room as better than our company. 
We were confronted by a condition, not 
a theory.

Upon entering we found, to our great 
regret, that the door was off its hinges, 
and, in spite of anxious effort, we could 
not adjust it in the pitchy darkness. 
The dog had been set free, and was now 
rampant, roaming to and fro and call- 
ing for our blood, with deep-mouthed 
bellowings that gave us concern, as‘I 
am free to confess. Taking all things 
into consideration, we had come to re- 
spect the dog, and it was with pain 
that we realized that we could not de- 
bar him from impertinent intrusion 
upon our privacy. e propped the 
door up, but, had the powerful dog so 
wished, he could have entered without 
difficulty. In our unarmed condition, 
therefore, we were not wholly free from 
anxiety lest he might find an oppor- 
tunity to eat us, according to the re- 
assuring prophecy of the Greek boy. 
ADVISED TOGO. 

But weariness bore: heavily upon us, 
and yielding to necessity, we laid us 
down, just as we were, in the dust 
that was ankle deep, and of that pe- 
culiar liquid variety produced by the 
action of innumerable tramplings. The 
whole night through the dog never 
once ceased his search for us; we could 
hear him now near at hand and now in 
the distance, but ever making night 
hideous with his bayings, which did 
not have for us the soothing, nerve-

lute terror. 

We arose at the peep of day, select- 
ing for our exit a moment when the 
dog seemed to be baying in the dis- 
tance, and attempted to gain the open 
country, before he could discover us. 
Vain delusion, for we had not taken 
many steps before the dog became 
aware of that for which he had been 
searching fruitlessly the entire night, 
and made for us with the speed of the 
wind. His faithful, all-night hunt de- 
served to be crowned with success, but 
he was doomed to disappointment—at 
the very moment, too, when he had 
treed his game. Fortunately for us 
an inmate of the house was astir even 
before us, and, throwing himself upon 
the furious beast as he rushed past, 
he bore him to the ground and held 
him there. From the time of St. Paul 
down to the present day everybody in 
Greece has been inquisitive. Under 
the circumstances, the curiosity of our 
benefactor was natural enough, but 
still it was ridiculous in the extreme 
to see him lie there on the _ furious, 
struggling, howling dog, and ply us 
with a host of questions, many of 
which were wholly irrelevant. When 
finally he had satisfied his curiosity, 
he apologized for the treatment we 
had received at the hands of the rude 
Albanians, and bade us go—in God's 
name. We were not slow to obey, nor

Even in Athens one still sometimes 
hears: the vampire take you!”— 
a cure of diabolical nature. But the 
belief in vampires is now confined*to 
the lower classes, and perhaps chiefly 
to the Albanians, of whom Von Halm 
relates that they entertain many other 
absurd superstitions, such as belief in 
the existence of men with tails—no 
doubt a reminiscence of the Satyr of 
classical mythology. Among us most 
ple have but a vague and in- 
to the vampire, 
his raison d’etre, his haunts and habits. 
It seems that after death some people 
do not rest quietly in their graves, 
but come forth at night when the moon 
shines. They live by sucking the blood 
of men, and return to their tombs at 
the approach of dawn, after gorging 
There 
are two kinds of vampires; the blood- 
sucking and a less malignant variety. 
It is of the malignant vampire that 
Byron when he writes: 
“But first, on earth, as vampire sent 
Thy corse shall from its tomb be rent; 
Then ghastly haunt thy native place, 
And suck the blood of all thy race.” 
The best evidence that death has 
been caused by a vampire is the mark 
of a bite on the nape of the neck, 
though sudden death of any kind is 
regarded as its work. e fear of sud- 
den death is said to very great 
among the peoples with whom the 
vampire loves to dwell, for the reason 
that he who has been killed by a vam- 
pire himself becomes one. Allatius 
tells us of an evil spirit which en- 
ters the body of the dead person. He 


ys: 

“The corpse is entered by a demon 
which is the source of ruin to unhappy 
men. For frequently, emerging from 
the tomb in the form of that body, and 
roaming about the city and other in- 
habited places, especially by night, it 
betakes itself to any house it fancies, 
and, after knocking at the door, ad- 
dresses one of its inmates in a loud 
tone. If the person answers he is 
done for. If he does not answer he is 
safe. Im consequence of this, the 
people of the Island of Chios never re- 
ply the first time if any one calls them 
by night.” 

FIRE AS A CHARM. 

Fire is the surest protection against 
vampires. Behold, then, the key to the 
strange treatment to which we were 
subjected by the Albanian peasant. 
The r creature had mistaken us for 
vampires. We did not discover this 
fact until after our return to Athens, 
when some friends, to whom we re- 
counted our strange adventure, opened 
our eyes. We had not seen a vampire 
ourselves, but the Albanian saw two, 
and trembled. 

Tournefort, in his “Relation d’un 
Voyage du Levant” (i, 131 ff.,) gives 
an amazing account of the laying of 
a vampire-demon by cremation in the 
land of Mycronos. A quarrelsome peas- 
ant had been murdered in the fields. 
Two days after his burial it was 
known that he had appeared at night 
and played tricks on people. The 
priests sedulously spread the report, for 
it meant that masses would be said. 
On the tenth day after burial, solemn 
mass was said, the body was exhumed, 
and the heart was cut out by the vil- 
lage butcher—an operation attended 
by the escape of such noxious gases 
that. the abundant uee of incense weg 
necessary. Every ome was : crying 
“Vampire, vampire.”” Some one said 
that the blood was red; the butcher 
averred that the body was warm, oth- 
ers that the corpse was not stiff when 
carried out for burial—a sure sign that 
it was a genuine vampire. The heart of 
the corpse was burned on the seashore. 
But all this had no effect on the vam- 
pire, who continued his pranks as 
before; every’ one had some big tale 
to tell of his doings. It came, finally, 
to such a pitch that people abandoned 
their houses and encamped in tne 
Squares and all were terrified at the 
approach of night. The priests reaped 
a rich harvest. All day long men vere 


/busy plunging swords into the grace, 


until a wise Albanian discovered that 
the hilts of the swords resembled e 
cross, and of all things the vampire 
fears the cross most because he can

DUNCAN APPARENTLY MUR- 
DERED IN COLD BLOOD. 


Molding of Brown for Forgery Gives 
Rise to Suspicion of Foul 
Murder Having Been 
Committed. 


Helvetia Mines, Which Were O>ig- 
inally Bought for Fifty Thon- 
Dollars, Sold for 
Five Millions, 


Being Made for a 
Great Educational Gathering 
at Tucson—Compulseory 
School Law. 


TUCSON (Ariz.,) Oct. 2.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] John L. Duncan, a 
well-known stockman, was shot and 
killed last Saturday at his ranch near 
Hooker's Hot Springs, north of Will- 
cox. Wiley Morgan, George Morgan 
and J. W. Mitchell, all cowboys, are 
under arrest charged with the murder.’ 
There had been a row over the owner- 
ship of a calf—a cause prolific of dis- 
turbance anywhere in the Southwest. 
Duncan appears to have been mur- 
dered in cold blood, however, for at the 
time he was shot he was sitting upon 
his horse with his hat in one hand 
and the reins in the other. The horse 
bolted at the first shot. Morgan pur- 
sued and fired altogether five shots 
from a pistol. Morgan also had a rifle 
in a scabbard beneath his leg. Duncan 
fell from the horse dead. Perhaps the 
best witness of the affair was James A. 
Finley, Duncan's stepson, only 9 years 
old. He told his story at the prelimi- 
nary examination with childish direct- 
ness, one feature of his testimony being 
that as his mother and grandmother 
ran toward the place where Duncan 
fell. Wiley Morgan coolly rode back 
and said to the two women: “Come and 
get your boy. He's dead.” 

J. ©. Brown has been held to await 
the action of the grand jury, with bail 
fixed at $1000, on a charge of forgery. 
Brown is the man who drew checks 
on the nk of California at San Fran- 
the der the name of E. W. Derry. 
There was no doubt about Derry's de- 
posit at the Bank of California, and 
the signature on the check that Brown 
gave was similar to the ordinary signa- 
tures that have come in Derry’s name 
to the Bank of California. Brown 
claims that his name is also Derry, 
when he so chooses, and asserts his 
right to as many names as he desires 
to carry. The main trouble in the 
case is that while the local officials are 
sure that Drown is not Derry, the lat- 
ter cannot be found. He is said to have 
been a salesman for the Standard Oil 
Company. and it is also stated that 
Derry and Brown traveled together 
for several weeks, Derry finally disap- 
pearing at Bisbee. Local sleuths 
would have it appear that Brown mur- 
dered Derry and has taken unto him- 
self Derry’s identity and check book, 
but there is not an iota of evidence 
to that effect. Brown is what may be 
celled’a “high roller’ and perceptibly 
raised the temperature of Tucson's 
pleasure resorts for several weeks prior 
to his incarceration. 

The young son of Ben Lofgreen, who 
tried to kill himself at his father's 
ranch on the San Pedro River, six 
miles from Benson, is recovering, as 
the shot only penetrated the left 
shoulder. The lad had been punished 
by his father for some childish prank 
and for a time found few charms in 
life. 

A few days ago a fire caught in a 
storeroom on West Congress street, 


temporarily occupied by 5 {. Feld- 
heim, a selesman for Mu Grant 
& Co. of San Francisco. building 


was damaged to the amount of only 
$350, but the samples were totally de- 
stroyed. They were valued at $2000. 

At Gleason Camp, Turquoise dis- 
trict, George Wilkerson was caught 
by a sudden ground-slip in a drift. 
He was quickly dug out by his com- 
rades, but was found to have been 
severely bruised. One ankle was shat- 
tered. He was taken to Tombstone for 
medical treatment. 

The Helvetia group of mines, com- 
prising nearly eight thousand acres 
of land, has been transferred td the 
Helvetia Mining Company, by James 
B. Seager and wife. Seager is one 
of the principal owners in the com- 
pany, and has been holding the prop- 
erty in trust. The mines were orig- 
inally the property of ex-Gov. Hughes 
and others of Tucson, who sold them 
for $59,000. The sale just recorded is 
for’$5,000,000, the deeds bearing revenue 
stamps to the amount of $5000. A new 
‘smelter is being erected on the prop- 
erty. to be completed about ‘November 
1. At present, 325 men are employed 
upon the mines, fifty tons a day of 
good copper ore being produced in an- 
ticipation of a smelter drain of 150 tons 
a day. Five shafts and seven tunnels 
are being worked in the development 
of the property. Though the deepest 
shaft is only 200 feet, the ore body has 
been pierced by a diamond drill in 
places to a depth of .1200 feet, and 
has been found continuous and rich 
throughout. 

The Wonder group of copper, gold 
and lead claims in Pinal county have 
been bonded by Henry & Reisch to an 
eastern company for $360,000. 

In celebration of the return of the 
national naval hero, a rich strike of 
copper and silver ore has just been 
made in the Dewey mine, in the 
Cafiada del Oro, seventeen miles from 
Oracle. The ore has an average value 
of about $170 to the ton. 

County School Superintendent John 
T. Hughes is arranging details, with 
the anticipation that the next session 
of the Territorial Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, at Tucson, will be the most suc- 
cessful educational gathering ever 
known in Arizona. The meeting is 
to be held in the last week of Decem- 
ber. Three days are to be occupied 
by a joint county institute. to which 
it is hoped will come teachers from 
Pima, Pinal, Cochise, Maricopa and 
Yuma counties. The last two davs 
will. be devoted to the work of the 
Territorial Association. 

The initiative in the new Territorial 
compulsory school law is being taken 
in the counties of Pima and Cochise. 
In Tucson the school board has fur- 
nished the Sheriff with the names of 
471 children, between the ages of & 
and 14, who are not attending school, 
as by law directed, and pressure is 
to be brought upon their parents at 
once. The children are nearly all of 
the lower Mexican clas€. The same 
action is to be taken in Bisbee, where 
over 100 children eligible to school en- 
roliment are being looked up. Every 
district in Pima county is to be can- 
vassed and investigated, and the ex- 
pectation is that the law's enforce- 
ment will.result in an increase of fully 
25 per cent. in the enrollment of Pima 
county schools. 

The Territorial Board of School Ex- 
aminers at its last session, passed a 
resolution advising against the reis- 
suance of temporary certificates. The 
advice has been considered good by 
County School Superintendent Hughes, 
who announces that hereafter no sec- 
ond-grade county certificates will be 
renewed. 

The business men and farmers of the 
Gila Valley, aboyt Florence, are much 
exercised about the present condition 
of the Casa Grande Canal. This is a 
Waterway that heads below The Buttes 


on the Gila, twelve miles above Flor- 


ence. It has a theoretical capacity 
of 22,000 miner’s inches, but it was 
built on the corkscrew plan. Silt has 
settled in every bend, and perhaps not 
a tenth of the original capacity is now 
delivered to water consumers. The 
canal has been continuously in litiga- 
tion for about fifteen years. At one 
time the farmers deposed the receiver 
and ran the canal to suit themselves, 
and, consequently, were haled_ into 
court on numerous charges of con- 
tempt. The Gila River is at present 
furnishing an ample supply, yet the 
farmers are suffering for water. It 
is probable that some arrangements 
will be made with the company for 
the assumption of the property by the 
farmers, for the enterprise has been 
a losing one for the stockholders, as 
well. The canal had a capacity that 
would serve for the irrigation of at 
least 60,000 acres of land, all of the 
finest quality, much of it lying in the 
vicinity of Casa Grande station on 
the Southern Pacific Railroad. The 
whole plain in that vicinity, compris- 
ing several hundred thousand acres, 
could be irrigated were water storage 
established upon the Gila. 

A curious feature of local com- 
merce is that many hundred tons of 
freight are hauled to and from Nogales 
by freight teams, though a_ railroad 
connects the two towns by way of 
Benson. The wagon road is a good 
one, and freight rates are even less 
than by rail. It is locally believed that 
a railroad up the valley of the Santa 
Cruz to the Mexican border is really 
a necessity, and that its construction 
cannot be long delayed. 

A number of Southern Arizona cow- 
punchers anticipate attendance on the 
cowboy carnival to be held in St. 
Louis next month, and believe the 
thousand-dollar prize for the best 
roping can easily be secured by our 
local champions. Dr. Goodin, un- 
doubtedly the champion of the South- 
west, will probably lead the Arizona 
delegation. 

Students at the university have or- 
ganized a football team, and will soon 
play at match game with the crack 
eleven of the Arizona Normal School 
of Tempe. 

The new dormitory of the Territorial 
University will be ready for occupancy 
November 15. 

United States and District courts 
will convene in Florence the first 
Monday in November. United States 
cases will be tried in the counties of 
Graham, Gila and Pinal. 

Six non-commissioned officers of the 
Ninth Cavalry have gone from Fort 
Grant to take commissions in the new 
regiment of colored infantry now be- 
ing formed in the East. 

The chase after the Cochise Station 
irain-robbers appears to be a very 
scattered one. Detective J. L. Thacker 
of Wells-Fargo's service, has been 
down in Bisbee scenting for a clew 
or two, while Sheriff White of Cochf%e 
county is ransacking the wooded 
ravines 150 miles to the northward, 
near Globe. There seems little pros- 
pect for the capture of either men or 
money. 
A. C. Dickey, who has been manager 
for the Sunset Telephone Company at 
Tucson, has been transferred to Los 
Angeles. He is succeeded by George 
Norton from the Los Angeles office. 
Rev. I. T. Whittemore, who has for 
several years been pastor of one of 
the churches of Florence and, as well, 
custodian for the Casa Grande ruins, 
seven miles from that town, has moved 
to Pasadena, Cal.,awhere he will make 
his home. 

A. Raker of Los Angeles has taken 
a position in the Tucson Planing Mills 
and has moved hither with his family. 
Edward Steele of Willcox has gone 
to Stanford University to take a course 
in civil engineering. 


FLAGSTAFF. 
Grand Jury Recommends a Poor 
Farm—Secretary Gage’s Oating. 
FLAGSTAFF (Ariz.,) Oct. 2.—[{Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] Court has been 
in session in Flagstaff during the past 
week, Judge’ R. E. Sloan presiding. 
The grand jury found three true bills 
in felony cases. Its main recommenda- 
tion was that the Board of Supervisors 
establish a county poor form. Thirty- 
seven cases were on the civil docket, 
eight of them divorce cases. Judge 
Sloan will hold court during the next 
week at St. Johns, Apache county. 
October 9%, at Holbrook, he will com- 
mence the fall term for Navajo county. 
Court will begin in Yavapai county 
the first Monday in November. 

One of the most material features of 
the court session at St. Johns was the 
contest over the office of Treasurer. 
A. B. Schuster, a Republican, has been 
holding the office, not only for the past 
two years, but, as well, ever since 
January 1. He was a candidate at 
the last election, but Apache county, 
since the segregation of Navajo, is un- 
doubtedly in the Democratic column. 
It is possible that he was not beaten, 
however. He claims there was a tie 
vote, but that the Democratic Board 
of Supervisors arbitrarily counted his 
opponent into office. He has therefore 
refused to deliver up the funds ‘and 
books and the contest is to be deter- 
mined in court. 

The forest reserves of Northern Ari- 
zona comprise the following tracts: 
Grand Cafion reserve, 1,851,520 acres; 
San Francisco Mountain reserve, 975,- 
360 acres; Black Mesa, 658,880. acres; 
Prescott reserve, 10,240 acres. The 
superintendents of the Arizona reserves 
are: Black Mesa, M. H. Rowe; Pres- 
cott reserve, W. H. Thayer; San Fran- 
cisco reserve and Grand Cafion reserve, 
Fred S. Breen. 

The Sisters of Loretto are soon to 
have a new school building, a two- 
story brick, 34x38 feet in size. It is 
to be completed by the first of the 
year. The school, now only a month 
old, has forty pupils enrolled. 

Lyman J. Gage, Secretary of thé 
Treasury, and Ed E. Ayer of Chicago, 
the latter the founder of the great 
lumbering business of the Arizona 
Timber Company of Flagstaff, have 
gone to the Grand Cafion, accompanied 
by their families. -On his return, Mr. 
Gage will leave for Denver, Colo., 
where he will address the Denver 
Board of Trade. 

A Masonic lodge is to be organized 
at Williams.

BY-PRODUCTS OF CORN. It is 
doubtful, says the Chicago Tribune, if 
the happy farmer, as he looks out over 
his acres of “spiendid corn, realizes 
how many new uses science has found 
for the product of his fertile fields. 
Corn, so long neglected, has within the 
last few years advanced rapidly in 
importance, not only as an article of 
food, but as raw material from which 
at least twenty manufactured com- 
pounds are produced. If the corn crop 
promises to be the greatest on rec- 
ord, it is also true that the demand 
for corn will be equaly as great. The 
fluttering greer pennons on a thousand 
western prairies are the signal to all 
the world that King Corn has come 
again into its own. 

One of the most important recent 
developments is the use of corn in 
the manufacture of smokeless powder. 
Hundreds of thousands of gallons of 
distilled spirits, made from corn, have 
already been used by the great gov- 
ernment in making the new explosive, 
and until universal disarmament be- 
comes more than a dream the demand 
for corn for .this purpose must con- 
stantly increase. In this view of the 
case an increase in standing armies 
will be of value to the farmer, who 
may also look at the increased mili- 
try activity in the far East and in Eu- 
rope without regret. 

More important still to the farmer is 
the fact that twenty articles of com- 
merce are produced from corn. Some 
of these corn products promise to at- 
tain wide use, and their manufacture 
may develop into important new indus- 
tries.

Dun’s Weekly Review. 
FASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 6—R. G. Dun & Co.'s

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—With the exception 

of some ivefit-taking ‘sales in the last hour 
of today’s market, the movement of prices 
was upward almost without interruption. The 
demand was not large at any time, but the 
supply of stocks proved small, however, at 
the higher prices, except in a few cases, 
notably Southern Pacific, which met large 
offerings at 38. The late break was led by 
Brooklyn Transit, which was pressed down 
under a flood of offerings to 87, an extreme 
decline of 3%. The profit-taking which was 
induced by this weakness was most  con- 
spicuous in Sugar and Tobacco, which lost 
nearly two points, each of the extreme ad- 
vance. The initial impulse to the rise came 
from London, where the easier money ccndi- 
tions and a hope of peaceful settlement of the 
Transvaal difficulty, induced large covering by 
the bears in all departments. London bought 
Stocks here to the extent of upwards of 25,- 

shares and showed a special desire for 
Louisville, which led the active railroad list 
with a net advance of 1% after an extreme 
rise of 2 points. The maximum rate for call 
money was 8 per cent. today, against 12 per 
cent. yesterday, and 20 per cent. the day be- 
fore. The rate fell to 4 per cent. in the late 
dealings. This progressive decline in the money 
rate was an important element in the 
strength of stocks and has awakened expecta- 
tions of a good bank statement tomorrow. The 
easier rates for money are largely due to 
offerings on account of outside banks, which 
will be of no advantage to the New York 
banks in their weekly showing.

LONG BEACH. 
Water Under Heavy Pressure from 
Prospeet Wells. 

LONG BEACH, Oct. 6—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The Long Beach De- 
velopment Company has tapped an un- 
derground stream of water under con- 
siderable pressure by sinking prospect 
wells. The wells are two inches in diam- 
eter and are situated on the east side 
of the Terminal Railway about a mile 
and a quarter south of the Bouton 
wells north of town. Two of the de- 
velopment company’s prospect wells 
have been sunk to depths of 518 and 
567 feet respectively. A good flow of 
water was developed at a depth of 300 
feet, but at the present depth the flow 
rises above the surface and when con- 
fined shows a gauge pressure of thirty- 
five pounds per square inch. The com- 
pany’s old wells are said to yield suf- 
ficient water for the Long Beach serv- 
ice. The company, however, is building 
reservoir’ on a high level, and the 
height to which water must be pumped 
from the natural flow of those wells 
to reach the reservoir level is consid- 
erable. It is expected that from large 
diamyter wells sunk where the test 
borings have been made the water will 
have to be raised seventy-five feet 
less perpendicular distance to reach 
the reservoir level. It is said to be 
the intention of the company fo keep 
its city mains constantly under res- 
ervoir pressure. The cement work of 
the reservoir is practécally completed, 
and preparations are being made for 
the roofing. 

ALLEGED RESTRAINT OF TRADE. 

The case of O. H. Burbridge, charged 
with selling spirituous liquor at the 
Surf House, under the pleasure wharf, 
without a city license therefor, is to 
be taken up in the United States Dis- 
trict Court in Los Angeles on Mon- 
day. It will be a habeas corpus pro- 
ceeding. Burbridge, who is under bond, 
will surrender himself to the custody 
of the proper officer so that it may ap- 
pear to the court that he is restrained 
of his liberty. The defendant’s counsel, 
it is understood, will contend that 
a city ordinance limiting traffic in 
spirituous liquors to holdérs of city 
licenses therefor is in restraint of trade 
and in violation of the constitution of 
the United States,

HANDLING THE LEMON CROP. » 


The lemon crop is the crop of the 
hour, all through the southern part of 
the county. Picking and packing have 
been going on for some time, but the 
crop is now practically at its height. 
In the Montecito Valley there are five 
large concerns doing packing business. 
All of these are hard at work. A con- 
servative estimate places the crop for 
the year’at between forty-five and fifty 
carloads. 

In the earlier part of the season the 
growers were under the impression that 
the local crop would be a small one. 
This was owing to the scarcity of the 
year’s rains, and to the difficulty of 
obtaining sufficient water for purposes 
of irrigation. But the crop has come 


up wonderfully during the past. six 
weeks. and is a very fair one. 
For almost two months there 


have been heavy fogs in the valley at 
night. The moisture from these has in- 
creased the yield fully 20 per‘ cent. 

About one hundred and fifty men are 
engaged in packing the lemons for 
shipment. Besides these men, there are 
hundreds of men employed upon the 
various ranches in the cultivation and 
trimming of the trees, and in picking 
fruit. The industry is growing year by 
year as the young trees become larger. 
Lemons form a very appreciable source 
of revenue to this part of the country.

SUSPICIOUSLY. 


An Old Man and a Girl Arrested by 
Park Officer Wilron. 

Late yesterday afternodn Special Offi- 
cer Wilson of Westlake Park saw an 
old man and a young girl who were 
acting in a suspicious manner, and 
he decided .to watch the pair.

Officer. Wilson telephoned the facts 
in the case to the Police Station and 
was told to take the man and girl 
into custody. On arriving at the jail 
the prisoners were ushered into the 
headquarters of the detectives, where 
the old man said he lives at the Sol- 
diers’ Home, but that he is off on a 
thirty-day furlough. He is about 65 


years old. The girl, he said, is his 
granddaughter, and lives with her 
mother and grandmother. me said 


that he has been in the habit’of taking 
the girl to the park every afternoon 
on her arrival from school, and denied 
that anything wrong had passed be- 
tween them. 

Matron Gray took the girl into a 
separate room and closely questioned 
her, but she strenuously denied that 
the old man had taken improper liber- 
ties with her. In view of the girl's 
denial it was deemed useless to at- 
tempt to prosecute the case, and both 
prisoners were released. 

As the two left the Police Station 
Officer Wilson started to see the girl's 
mother. He arrived at the home of 
the girl ahead of the girl, and on in- 
terviewing her mother, the woman at 
first denied that any such girl lived 
there.
